Pieced Together 
De ta ils of Prison 


Editor’s Note: The following 
look into the dramatic U.S. at­ 
tempt to rescue American pris­ 
oners of war, based on public 
announcements and private in­ 
terviews, was written by John 
Lengel who spent 2]/2 years as 
an Associated Press war corres­ 
pondent in South Vietnam.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon Tuesday added only 
tantalizing shreds of detail to 
the prison raid at Son Tay, 
opening fertile areas for specu­ 
lation, but leaving the chief 
questions unanswered. 


For instance, leaders of the 
commando force, an Air Force 
brigadier and an Army colonel, 


were both stationed at Eglin 
Air Force Base in Florida. 


Was, then, the force raised 
and rehearsed in the states, or, 
say, in the Canal Zone, and ta­ 
ken as a unit to a staging area 
at the last moment for security 
purposes? 


“ It was a rather elaborate 
operation,” said Pentagon spo- 
k e s m a n 
Jerry 
Friedheim. 
“ There was meticulous training 
and the training occurred at 
several places.” 


Why isn’t further detail pro­ 
vided? The idea of assaulting a 
prison camp was disclosed by 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird. While surprise is impor­ 
tant isn’t there room for detail 
on such things as the size of the

camp and eyewitness accounts 
from some of the men who took 
part in a raid that is now histo­ 
ry? 
“ There are some pretty sev­ 
ere security problems involving 
the men who went in and the 
prisoners,” Laird answered. “ It 
would compromise intelligence 
sources and the safety of those 
involved.” 


This much of the picture has 
been supplied by official ac­ 
counts and questioning in the 
last two days: 
Army and Air Force volun­ 
teers—one report suggests a 
force of 40—sped in helicopters 
across the North Vietnamese 
delta to the compound at the

Smoking Cars Beware 
County Smog Pa trol Back 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 
car that develops the habit of 
smoking in Los Angeles County 
is likely to produce an eventual 
headache for the driver. 
The “ smog patrol” has re­ 
turned. 
Backed by state legislation, 
the county Board of Supervisors 
gave the Air Pollution Control 
District permission Tuesday to 
reinstate its black and white 
patrol cars bearing sirens. 
“ We can’t sit idly by and let 
these smoking vehicles continue 
to pollute the atmosphere,” said 
Director Robert Chass of the 
Air Pollution Control District. 
“ Secondly, these smoking cars, 
trucks and buses are a source 
of public irritation and com­ 
plaints.” 


Inspectors dressed like sher­ 
iff’s deputies have the right to 
cite motorists and even take 
them into custody if necessary. 
All other law officers also will 
be on the lookout for smoking 
vehicles. 
Conviction 
could 
bring 
a 
maximum penalty of a $400 fine 
and six months in jail. 
Wtihin hours after the super, 
visors acted, 
Chass and his 
staff had 10 cars on the streets 
and freeways. 
The smog patrol was on the 
road from May 1955 until Au­ 
gust 1969 when, as Chass put it, 
“ a bill in he California Legisla­ 
ture 
inadvertently 
eliminated 
it.” 
New legislation this year per­ 
mitted its resumption. 


What brings a driver a cita­ 
tion? 
“ Visible 
emissions,” 
said 
Chass. “ If his car smokes, he 
will be spotted sooner or later 
and he had best correct the si­ 
tuation. New cars smoke as 
well as old ones if they are not 
maintained or if there is a mal­ 
function.” 
Chass said the district plans 
the 
same 
rigid 
enforcement 
that existed between 1955 and 
1969 when an estimated 35,000 
citations were issued.

a special “ smoke school” on de­ 
tection techniques, which In­ 
clude taking photographs 
of 
smoky exhausts to use as court 
evidence. 
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Ma n Who Lost 
Everything 
Give s Th a n ks 


MIAMI (AP) — Having just lost everything he 
owned, Howard Taylor leaned back, grinned and 
said, “ I ’m the happiest guy I know.” 
Nine days ago, Taylor said he thought he was 
about to die and cursed himself for exposing his 
wife Jane and their 4-year-old daughter Rebecca to 
the same fate. 


Their 44-foot motor sailer hung impaled on a Ba­ 
hamian reef six miles from shore and Taylor 
thought it was only a matter of time before it slid 
into the depths of the Atlantic. 
“ That was before the establishment saved our 
necks,” Taylor said in an interview Tuesday. “ You 
talk about celebrating Thanksgiving Thursday. Well, 
I ’ve got a real Thanksgiving story to tell.” 


The story began two years ago in California. 


“ We had everything,” Taylor said, “ a good home, 
two cars. I had a great job as a chief medical 
technician in a hospital. My wife had a fine job in 
another one as a microbiologist. 
“ But I got fed up. The war, taxes, politics, subur­ 
ban living, materialism. You name it. I had it. So, I 
decided to take my family and drop out. I’m no 
hippie. I never was. I ’d just had it.” 
The Taylors sold everything, bought the 22-ton 
motor sailer and began a two-year cruise that ended 
up on a jagged reef off the Island of Mayaguana. 
About three hours after the boat became stuck on 
the coral, Taylor got an answer to his radio distress 
calls from the tourist cruise ship Song of Norway 
out of Miami. 
Eight hours later, the Taylors perched on the ca­ 
bin of their now overturned boat and watched as a 
crew from the Song of Norway battled to bring a 
life boat through the seas churning over the reef. 
The crew plucked them off the wreck and the 
lifeboat was hauled up the side of the cruise ship 
past hundreds of cheering tourists. 
“ It hit me,” Taylor said. 
“ These people cared. Not 90 per cent of them but 
100 per cent. They were happy for us. These were 
people 1 was fed up with two years ago — nine-to- 
five people just like I used to be, people who I 
thought never cared.” 
The passengers put together an emergency fund 
for the family. Clothing appeared. Suddenly Re­ 
becca was wallowing in toys. 
A group of appliance salesmen, on holiday aboard 
the ship, provided a cabin. Another passenger of­ 
fered use of an apartment in Miami. 
“ You have no idea what it’s like,” Taylor said. 
“ A little over a week ago, I thought we were dead. 
Now we’re starting over . . . 
“ And those 600 nine-to-fivers and the establish­ 
ment did it. It’s really a great world, you know. It 
really is.”

Russian Offices 
Ta ra e t of Bomb 


NEW YORK (AP) - A pipe 
bomb exploded eary today out­ 
side the midtown Manhattan of­ 
fices of Aeroflot and Intourist, 
the Soviet airline and tourist 
agency. No one was injured but 
windows were shattered in the 
three-story building and two ad­ 
jacent structures. 
Within 35 minutes of the 3:20 
a.m. explosion, two anonymous 
callers—one male, one female 
—telephoned 
The 
Associated 
Press to say the offices had 
been bombed and declare: 
“ Let the world know that 
while Jews are on trial in Rus­ 
sia the Soviet Union will be on 
trial. Never again.” 
The 
phrase 
“ never 
again” 
has become associated with the 


m i l i t a n t 
Jewish 
Defense 
League. The league has spon­ 
sored a variety of anti-Soviet 
demonstrations during the past 
year. 
No league official was imme­ 
diately availabe for comment 
today. 
Police said they believed the 
blast was caused by an explo­ 
sive substance packed inside a 
10-inch length of 2»/2-inch pipe 
which was found just outside 
the front door of the building. 
The pavement in front of the 
building on East 49th Street be- 
t w e e n 
Park 
and 
Madison 
avenues was littered with glass. 
Police roped off the area to 
conduct a search but no other 
device was found. 


Rogers Says Ra id 
Won't Affe c t Ta lk s 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Se­ 
cretary of State William P. Ro­ 
gers discounted t o d a y the pos­ 
sible effects resumption of bomb­ 
ing in North Viettnam would 
have on the Paris peace talks. 
“ I don't think it will have any 
effect one way or the other,” 
Rogers told the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. 
He sakl, however, the North 
Vietnamese would attempt to 
make it appear the action was 
affecting the talks, and would 
avoid the discussions “ but I 
don’t believe it for a moment.” 
On the other hand, Rogers 
s a i d , the recent successful 
Cambodian 
operations 
leads 
him to believe “ prospects for 
progress (at the talks) might be 
enhanced 
because 
the 
other 
side might not think the war is 
worth while.” So far, however, 
Rogers added, n g progress has 
been made in Paris. 


Rogers appeared at the Capi­ 
tol following testimony Tuesday 
by Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird that he would recom- 
m e n d “ strong countermeas­ 
ures” for any Vietnamese reta­ 
liation 
againstt 
captive 
U.S. 
troops after the attempt last 
week by American commandoes 
to 
rescue 
prisoners 
of 
war 
failed when they came upon a 
deserted camp. 
“ We are considering other ac­ 
tions” to free the POW’s, Laird 
told the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee Tuesday. He is 
scheduled to appear before the 
House panel later in the day.

Many Injured 
Nine Known De a d 
In Chicago Fire 


CHICAGO (U P I)—Eire swept 
through a three-story apartment 
b u i l d i n g in Chicago’s near 
northside 
nightclub 
district 
today and spread so rapidly 
many residents had no chance 
to escape. 
At least nine persons, includ­ 
ing three children, 
perished. 
Eleven others were injured, fire 
officials said. Several were in­ 
jured when they jumped out 
windows. 
Firemen continued to search 
the 
ruins 
of 
the 
apartment 
building above the La Marga­ 
rita cafe, at 868 North Wabash, 
and said the death toll could go 
higher. 
Patrolman Joseph Eisa, who 
was summoned to the scene by 
a passing taxidriver, said he 
ran to the building and tried to 
enter through a first-floor lan­ 
ding. Then he encountered a 
fleeing resident with burns on 
his face. 
“ My wife and two children 
are still in the building,” the 


patrolman 
quoted 
him 
as 
saying. Eisa said he was forced 
to turn back because of the in­ 
tense heat. 


By the time firemen arrived 
flames were spewing out up- 
perflonr rear windows. 
Chief 
Eire Marshal Curtis Volkamer 
said the fire apparently started 
in the front of the building un­ 
der 
the 
front 
stairwell 
and 
spread up wooden stairway to 
the second and third floors. 


Volkamer said most of the 
bodies were found buried on the 
third floor under debris from 
the caved-in roof. He said they 
probably died early in the fire. 
Firemen 
rescued 
several 
persons clinging to window led­ 
ges on the outside of the build­ 
ing, he said. 
Patrolman Eisa was treated 
for a wrenched wrist and arm 
suffered 
when 
he 
helped 
firemen 
rescue

woman 
stranded on a second floor win­ 
dow sill. 


Nix on S.J. Route 
Partly Un p o lice d 


SAN JOSE (AP) - A lastmi- 
nute change of plans by the Se­ 
cret Service left one block of 
President 
Nixon’s 
motorcade 
route unpoliced during an angry 
demonstration last Oct. 29. Po­ 
lice Chief Ray Blackmore says 
in a report to city officials. 


That one block is where most 
of 
the 
rocks 
and 
missiles 
thrown at the Presidential mo­ 
torcade 
came 
from, 
added 
Blackmore’s report, published 
Tuesday. 
“ We were instructed in no 
way to put men there or in any 
way indicate that this would be 
the exit the President was to 
take. Therefore, the area was 
not policed,” he said. 
City officials said the report 
had been filed with the Santa 
Clara County grand jury, which 
ordered a full-scale investiga­ 
tion of the demonstration last 
Thursday. 
The grand jury said it had 
evidence of criminal acts at the 
time of the Republican rally at­ 
tended by Nixon, Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and U.S. Sen. George 
Murphy. It also criticized police 
planning and said there was 
inadequate manpower. 
A spokesman for the grand 
j u r y said 
the 
investigation 
should be completed sometime 
next month. 
Blackmore 
said 
the 
rock 


throwing “ built up as the mo­ 
torcade passed through, and we 
h a v e 
information 
that 
the 
President’s vehicle was struck 
by rocks.” 
Blackmore 
minimized 
the 
relationship between the anti-Ni­ 
xon demonstration at the Civic 
Auditorium rally and an anti­ 
war rally seven blocks away at 
San Jose State College. 
He said the campus rally and 
march to the auditorium was 
peaceful and smaller than the 
crowd at the auditorium, and 
he blamed “ outsiders” for the 
rock throwing. 
Blackmore said when Nixon 
came out of the auditorium, 
“ the chanting was still going 
on, I jumped into the lead car 
w i t h 
three 
Secret 
Service 
people and a driver and looked 
back and saw that the Presi­ 
dent was on top of his limou­ 
sine.” 
The 
chief 
said 
he 
would 
“ have felt better” if Nixon had 
gone straight int'i this car. But 
he discounted the idea Nixon in­ 
cited the crowd by raising his 
hands in a peace symbol, or 
victory sign. 
“ It’s my contention that the 
chanting and the mood of the 
crowd was the same from the 
time of arrival until he left, and 
his waving 
was not 
a con­ 
tributing 
factor,” 
Blackmore 
said.

RULING 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - State 
welfare director Robert Martin 
has reversed a ruling that al­ 
lowed an $11,000 a year Oak­ 
land school teacher to draw 
welfare payments during her 
two-month summer vacation. 
Welfare hearing officer Maur­ 
ice Rosen had ruled that the 
teacher was entitled to $172 
m o n t h l y for two summer 
months when she did not re­ 
ceive her regular paycheck. 
Martin was not immediately 
available for comment on his 
action. 
The niling had sparked state­ 
wide controversy, with a spokes­ 
man for Gov. Reagan saying 
the governor wouldn’t “ stand 
for this kind of abuse.” 
The 
33-year-old 
elementary 
teacher had been ruled eligible 
for the payments under the Aid 
to 
Families 
with 
Dependent 
Children program. She is sepa­ 
rated from her husband and 
has two children. 
The teacher, unnamed, told 
Rosen during her welfare hear­ 
ing she normally budgeted for 
12 months, but this year she 
used w'hat she would have bud­ 
geted for July and August for a 
down payment on a house. 
Rosen, upholding her claim to 
welfare, said the house pav- 
mont did not affect her eligibil­ 
ity to AFDC. He ordered the 
Alameda 
Countv welfare 
de­ 
partment to pav the teacher 
$3^4 for Julv and August. 
Countv officials had predicted 
the riding would cost counties 
millions of dollars annually. 
A spokesman for the State 
Denartment of Social Welfare 
sa’d thp teacher had not vet re­ 
ceived thQ checks and “ now she 
wo^’t net them ” 
The oovernnr’s office issued a 
sta^pment todav saving Rosen’s 
riding was 
“ outrageous, 
and 
vpvp 
happy 
it 
was 
over­ 
turned.”

Ky Claims He 
1st Proposed 
Vietnamization 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nguyen Cao Ky says he 
proposed Vietnamization of the war five years ago 
because he feared “ an oversized American troop 
commitment could harm the sense of nationhood of 
the Vietnamese and provoke strong adverse reac­ 
tions in the American society.” 
The South Vietnamese vice president said he sug­ 
gested near the end of 1965 “ that we should imme­ 
diately provide ways and means for the rapid ex­ 
pansion of the Vietnamese armed forces artd assign 
to them the main combat tasks ... 
“ My views did not prevail then but I think they 
were taken into account later, in 1969, wJbCTnt was 
decided that the Vietnamese armed forces would go 
through a crash-expansion program t<Kallow the 
redeployment of U.S. troops from Vietnam,” Ky told 
the National Press Club Tuesday. 
The Nixon administration, which began U.S. troop 
cutbacks in 1969, has claimed credit for Vietnamiz- 
ing the war— gradually reducing the American role 
while raising the ability of South Vietnamese to de­ 
fend themselves. 
Ky spoke at the press club after meeting with 
President Nixon and Dr. Henry Kissinger, Nixon’s 
top adviser on foreign affairs. 
Ky said that by the end of 1971 the Vietnamese 
army, totaling 1.1 million, would be fourth largest in 
the world, the air force seventh largest and the 
navy 10th largest. 
He predicted all U.S. ground combat forces would 
be out of the country by that time and the Vietna­ 
mese armed forces would be far too strong to be 
defeated by North Vietnam. 
Ky, mentioned as a possible candidate for presi­ 
dent next year, appeared anxious to correct his 
image in the United States. 
He admitted U.S. public opinion holds him to be 
“ colorful and often times anachronistic,” but gave 
this assessment of himself: 
“ Although I do fly I have not very often thought 
of myself as a bird. If the term ‘hawk’ refers to 
people who prefer war to peace, I do not feel that I 
fit that definition.” 
But he added that so long as the Communists 
keep sending troops into South Vietnam to wage 
war, “ I do not see how we could exercise our rights 
of self-defense as doves.” 


Po p e Will Travel 
As ‘ 
Fis her 
of Men ’ 


VATICAN CITY (UPI)—Pope Paul VI said today 
he is setting out on his trip to Asia and Oceania as 
a “fisher ol men” seeking meetings with the poor, 
the young and the suffering. 
I he 73-year-old pontiff, who leaves Rome by plane 
Thursday, discussed his nine-day, eight-nation trip 
at his weekly general audience. It was the fourth 
successive Wednesday he has made it the theme of 
a general audience speech. 
“ We are going as pope, not as a private excur­ 
sionist or as the protagonist of feasts and cere­ 
monies,” the Pope said. 
“ We are going as a pastor and a missionary, as a 
fisher of men, seeking out the people and nations of 
our globe and our time...We are going to visit broth­ 
ers and children, to honor the persons who deserve 
it: responsible leaders, the poor, the young, those 
hungry for justice and peace, the suffering, the dis­ 
tant ones.” 


One Witness 
House OK Given 


Puts Calley 
Health, Safety Bill 
At My Lai 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 
The court-martial of Lt. Wil­ 
liam L. Calley Jr., has recessed 
for a long Thanksgiving holiday 
with a jury of officers still 
awaiting any testimony which 
would link him to the slaying of 
civilians at My Lai. 
Only ofte of 21 witnesses in 
the six-day trial has said he 
even saw Calley at the Vietnam 
hamlet where the stocky, 27- 
year-old lieutenant is charged 
with murder of 102 Vietnamese 
men, women and children. 
Most witnesses so far from 
Calley’s C Company were with 
the 3rd Platoon rather than the 
1st Platoon which Calley led 
into My Lai ahead of the others 
on March 16, 1968. 
The 
court-martial 
resumes 
next Tuesday. 
For the first time, a witness 
testified Tuesday that he saw 
an American soldier put a bul­ 
let into a Vietnamese lying in a 
ditch filled with bodies at My 
Lai. 
The man firing the rifle was 
described by the witness, Dan 
Millians, 23, of Fort Worth, 
Texas, as a Negro noncommis­ 
sioned officer. 
Millians, a former helicopter 
gunship pilot, testified in a mat­ 
ter-of-fact tone that while ho­ 
vering about 50 feet above the 
ditch, he saw the impact on a 
body from the GIs bullet. 
Calley was not in sight, Mil­ 
lians said. 
Previous witnesses have testi­ 
fied only that they saw an 
American Negro 
soldier fire 
into the ditch filled with bodies 
of men, women and children. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
House has approved a program 
of job health and safety stan­ 
dards for 55 million workers. 
However, the House bill, ap­ 
proved Tuesday 383 to 5, would 
divide the responsibility for set­ 
ting standards and for enforc­ 
ing them between two indepen­ 
dent boards. Organized labor 
had backed a plan that would 
give the secretary of labor po­ 
wer both to set and enforce 
standards. 
The measure now goes to con­ 
ference with the Senate, which 
last week approved a bill divid­ 
ing powers between the secret­ 
ary and an independent board. 
The House bill would create a 
five-member 
board 
to 
draft 
health and safety standards for 
industries not now covered by 
federal regulations. A 
three- 
member board would enforce 
the 
standards. 
Both 
boards 
would 
be 
appointed 
by 
the 
President subject to Senate con­ 
firmation. 
The labor secretary would 
handle inspections to make cer­ 
tain new standards were being

met. He could issue a citation 
lor violators which would be 
heard by the three-member en­ 
forcement board. 
In other congressional action 
Friday: 
—The House Ways and Means 
Committee tentatively approved 
a two-year extension of the ex­ 
cise taxes of 10 per cent on 
telephone bills and 7 per cent 
on 
automobiles.

Jan. 1. 
—The House, reconsidering a 
money bill for housing, space 
and veterans, approved a new

The railroads said in a state­ 
ment Tuesday the panel’s rec­ 
ommended three-year wage in­ 
crease for most workers was of 
“ incredible 
proportions,” 
but 
they would accept the increases 
provided the unions agreed to 
the panel’s recommendation for 
major changes in work rules. 
The railroads say the work 
rules —some of which 
date 
back to the 19th Century — pro­ 
mote inefficiency and amount 
to little more than featherbed­ 
ding. 
C. L. Dennis, president of the 
Brotherhood of 
Railway 
and 
Airline Clerks — one of four 


unions involved — said the rail­ 
road agreement “ doesn’t settle 
anything.” 
“ We say we have got to have 
more money and we’re not

changes,” Dennis said.

unions

manded a 40 per cent wage in­ 
crease. The railroads offered 13 
per cent, saying the union de­ 
mand would bankrupt them.

He said that

500 U.S. Planes 
Ready for Action 


SAIGON (AP) - About 500 
planes are available to the U.S. 
Command for missions over 
Laos, Cambodia and, if Wash­ 
ington chooses, North Vietnam, 
i n f o r m e d sources disclosed 
Wednesday. They said 
more 
planes could be called in under 
classified contingency plans. 
This was disclosed after Se­ 
cretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee he would 
r e c o m m e n d more bombing 
raids on North Vietnam if there 
are major violations of “ un­ 
derstandings” with Hanoi that 
led to the cessation of general 
bombing on Nov. 1, 1968. 
L a i r d said raids against 
North Vietnamese antiaircraft 
and missile sites last weekend 
were signals for Hanoi that “ we 
will not tolerate setting aside 
the understandings.” 
Under the understandings, he 
s a i d , U . S . reconnaissance 
flights over the North were per­ 
missible and the other side was 
forbidden to shell population 
centers in South Vietnam. 
Saigon was shelled Nov. 1 for 
the first time in V/2 months. 
Less than two weeks later, an 


unarmed American reconnais­ 
sance plane was shot down over 
the North and its two occupants 
lost. 
Hanoi contends it has the 
•right to protect its air space 
and 
that 
the

was 
stopped unconditionally. 
President Nixon’s withdrawal 
program has pared the U.S. air 
power for Indochina combat by 
more than 300 planes. Many of 
those had been assigned mis- 
s i o n s over South Vietnam, 
where U.S. air strikes have 
been cut drastically as 
the 
South Vietnamese air force as­ 
sumed a greater share of the 
fighting. 
The U.S. Command has avail­ 
able fighter-bombers from two 
7th Fleet carriers and bases in 
Thailand and South Vietnam, 
plus about 45 B52s, the largest 
combat plane in the U.S. Air 
Force. 
The U.S. Command said to- 
dav that bombing by B52s and 
fighter-bombers continued today 
against North Vietnamese sup- 
nlv routes in Laos and Cam­ 
bodia and that reconnaissance 
operations were conducted over 
North Vietnam.

planes had been fired on, a spc 
kesman said: “ I have nothing 
to report.”

Jordan’s King Hussein and 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
will 
confer 
in 
Cairo 
next 
week before Hussein begins a 
four-nation Western tour that 
starts with discussions in Wash­ 
ington with President Nixon. 
A1 Ahram, the semiofficial 
Cairo newspaper, said today 
that Hussein’s Egyptian visit 
will begin next Wednesday and 
that from there he will fly to 
Washington, London, Paris and 
Bonn. The newspaper said he 
will leave Washington before 
Dec. 11 because Israeli Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan is arriv­ 
ing in the United States that 
day. 
Hussein will spend Christmas 
in London with his wife Prin­ 
cess Muna, who is British. She 
has been in Britain since fight­ 
ing began between Hussein’s 
army and Palestinian guerrillas 
in Jordan several months ago. 
A1 Ahram did not say what 
Hussein and Sadat would dis­ 
cuss, but the king said in an 
interview Tuesday that he is 


pushing for a summit meeting 
of Arab leaders to discuss the 
Palestinian situation. He said 
he is sending letters to them 
but not to Yasir Arafat, leader 
of the A1 Fatah guerrillas and 
acknowledged head of the Pa­ 
lestinian movement.

Senator To Battle SST Funds 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-Sen. 
W i l l i a m Proxmire, D-Wis., 
claiming strengthened support, 
today promised a major battle 
to kill funds for the supersonic 
transport (SST) jetliner.

Senate 
Appropriations 
Committee, by voice vote, ap­ 
proved $290 million Tuesday to­ 
ward development of two pro­ 
totypes of the 1,400 mile per 
hour plane. But Proxmire said 
he was prepared for an attempt 
on the Senate floor to kill the 
appropriation and predicted the 
effort 
would 
draw 
“ good 
support. 
“ It’s always a tough fight,” 
Proxmire 
conceded, 
at 
the 
same time claiming the pickup 


of new votes, based partly on 
fears the huge SST would con­ 
tribute to pollution of the air. 
“ The environmental 
impact 
has been so shocking ... our po­ 
sition 
has 
been 
greatly 
strengthened,” Proxmire said. 
A similar attempt by Proxmire 
last year failed 8 to 22. 
The committee included funds 
for the SST in a $2.7 billion mo­ 
ney bill to operate the Trans­ 
portation Department in fiscal 
1971. At the same time, the 
committee approved a $4.1 bil­ 
lion foreign aid appropriations 
bill. 
Chairman Warren G. Magnu- 
son, D-Wash., said he expected 
a “ serious fight” over the SST 


but Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., 
who will handle the bill on the 
floor told reporters “ based on 
the votes of last year, I think it 
will pass.” 
Bible called committee ap­ 
proval “ one step along the way. 
The real test comes on a roll 
call vote on the Senate floor.” 
In its report, the committee 
acknowledged widespread con­ 
cern over the SST’s sonic boom 
and 
the 
problem 
of 
air 
pollution. 
The committee urged the Nix­ 
on administration 
to back a 
pending bill or introduce one of 
its own to ban overland flights 
of 
the 
SST 
at 
sonic-boom 
speeds. 


The report added “ as it did 
last 
year, 
the 
committee 
unequivocally states that it is 
not willing to buy aviation lea­ 
dership at further costs to our 
environment.” 
The committee added 
$164 
million to the $2.5 billion ap­ 
proved for the Transportation 
Department by the House, and 
ballooned the bill $1.9 million 
above what the administration 
requested. 
Among the increases were $31 
million for subsidies to local air 
carriers, $28 million for secur­ 
ity guards on airliners; and $35 
for cleanup of oil spilled into 
navigable waters.

Mishima climbed onto a roof 
at the Ichigaya military camp 
in downtown Tokyo and scat­ 
tered handbills charging corrup­ 
tion and ineffectiveness in his 
nation’s military forces. 
“ Long live the emperor!” he 
cried to officers and men in a 
courtyard below. Then he de­ 
clared: “ We will take our life to 
p r o t e s t Japan’s constitution, 
which prohibits Japan’s rearm­ 
ament.” 
After delivering his speech, 
the 45-year-old author barri­ 
caded himself and four follo­ 
wers in the office of Kentoshi 
Masuda, commanding general 
of the eastern division of Ja­ 
pan’s army. As the stunned

Mishima 
seated himself and began the 
ancient Japanese harakiri rite.

Mishima died in the uniform 
of his private right-wing army, 
the Tate no Kai, or Shield.

Plans for a $1(4 million ex­ 
pansion of the East San Gabriel 
Valley regional library at West 
Covina were advanced Tuesday 
by county supervisors.

Every boy feels a romantic 
attachment 
to his 
mother 
when he is very young and of­ 
ten in an effort to break away 
from this, the boy may want 
to rebel, and his feelings to­ 
ward his mother may then 
become very negative. 
T h e husbandless mother 
and the fatherless son have 
much greater difficulty with 
these problems and they may 
easily go out of focus. 
The son may try to conceal 
his own emotional dependence 
upon his mother by trying to 
think of her as buddy or a 
very close friend with whom 
he shares man confidences. 
Both mother and son may 
feel this, but suddenly when 
the mother shows an interest 
in another man, the son may 
feel jealous; or when the boy 
dates a young girl, his mother 
may find it almost impossible 
for her to stop criticizing the 
girl. The mother may be 
jealous of her son’s friends of ; 
either sex and she may try to ! 
keep him dependent. 
It is important for you to 
remember that your mother | 
still loves you as a son. The 


fact that she has remarried 
does not in any way decrease 
her love for you. 
Of course, it would have 
been better if she had told 
you of her plans to remarry, 
but it will not be helpful to 
you to hold this against her 
or your step-father. 
She may have had reasons; 
she may have been trying to 
do what, to her, seemed best 
for both of you. What is im­ 
portant is for you, as a young 
man, to learn to accept the 
situation as it is and to try to 
build a new, mature relation­ 
ship with your step-father. 
This will not happen imme­ 
diately, but you should try not 
to set up walls that will pre­ 
vent it’s ever happening. 
If you have a counselor at 
your school, it might be well 
to seek him out and try to 
discuss your feelings 
with 
him, or her. Your feelings 
are, under the circumstances, 
completely normal and you 
should express them, at a suit­ 
able time, both to your moth­ 
er and your step-father.

D on’ t O v e r Do It 


Four Applications 
To College Enough 


(Last of twelve articles) 


ByE LLA M A Z E L 


Author, “ Colleges at Your 


Fingertips” 


Any system that would elimi­ 
nate the present need for simul­ 
taneous 
multiple 
applications 
would be a boon to college and 
student alike. A step in this di­ 
rection was taken a couple of 
years ago in the Midwest by a 
group of about 10 colleges in­ 
cluding Grinnell in Iowa, Beloit 
in Wisconsin and Carleton in 
Minnesota. 
Assuming that a student is in­ 
terested in going to any of 
three colleges 
in 
the 
group, 
SAM (Single Application Meth­ 
od) permits him to send one ap­ 
plication to 
his 
first choice, 
with the other two named in or­ 
der of preference. If he is not 
accepted, 
the 
application 
is 
automatically 
passed 
along, 
without prejudice, to the next 
on the list. 
Until a procedure like this is 
refined and adopted universally, 
panic-stricken students will pro­ 
bably continue ot offer them­ 
selves to far more colleges than 
are necessary to assure admis­ 
sion somewhere. Actually, if an 
intelligent 
choice 
has 
been 
made, four applications are the 
most any student should have 
to make even under the present 
setup 
because, 
properly 
dis­ 
tributed, they should produce 
one or two acceptances. 
It’s true that, at the more se­ 
lective 
colleges, 
many intan­ 
gibles 
enter into the 
admis­ 
sions picture. 
Since 
a 
large 
number of fully qualified appli­ 
cants must be turned away only 
because of lack of space, it’s

anyone’s guess why A is ac 
cepted and B is not. A student 
at this level therefore is likely 
to think he is improving his 
chances by applying to seven or 
eight equally competitive col­ 
leges instead of three or four. 
The only probable result, how­ 
ever, is that he will score two 
out of eight msteScl of one out 
of four. Since he can only go to 
one, he now has a dilemma of 
chQjce all over again. Should he 
be “ lucky” enough to get three 
or four acceptances, he is torn 
even more. 


If the competitive student ap­ 
plies to three colleges for which 
he 
is well-qualified, 
knowing 
that only some minor factor 
may tip the scales one way or 
the other at any of them, there 
is a good chance that one of the 
three will come out in h?s fav­ 
or. But he will also have ap­ 
plied to at least one carefully 
chosen “ safe” school — one for 
which he is over-qualified, and 
which he has decided he would 
be happy to go to if necessary. 


At the other end of the spect 
rum is the desperate student 
who has been led to believe no 
college will want him because 
of his relatively poor average 
and test scores. One young man 
at our high school evidently de­ 
cided there was safety in num 
bers and sent out 15 applica 
tions. Ten of the colleges re­ 
jected him, and it doesn’t take 
any hindsight to conclude that 
in at least seven of the cases he 
never stood a chance. Those ill- 
advised applications represent 
a minimum of $70 down the 
drain. Since five of the remain­ 
ing 
eight 
accepted 
him, 
he 
would have made at least one 
had he applied to any four of 
the group. 
Of course, there are indivi­ 
dual cases 
where 
the cards 
seem to be stacked against the 
applicant — where, no matter 
how wisely he seems to have 
acted, he is turned down across 
the board. There is a very ego 
building solution at this point, 
in the form of one of several 
n o n-commerci-al 
“ clearing­ 
houses.” 
Information 
about 
such admissions centers should 
be available at any high school 
guidance office. 
The 
student 
sends in one application to the 
center, which circulates it to 
hundreds of colleges that are 
still looking for students to fill 
available 
openings. 
Withm

few weeks, he receives cata­ 
logues from a number of them, 
along with invitations to apply

Car Owners Finally 
Back on the Road 


Late in May , my husband and I bo ught a new 19 69 
Austin America with a full-y ear warranty . There 
were a few bugs in the car fro m the start, but the 
Co v ina dealer was alway s to o busy to fix any o f 
ttv em. No netheless, we were pretty pleased with o ur 
new car. We sent o ther peo ple to the dealer to pur­ 
chase auto mo biles and o ur best briends bo ught a 
used car there. 
On Sept. 7 , we were in Apple Valley , pulled up to a 
sto p sign, when bo th the transmissio n and engine 
went o ut. 
It was in the heat o f the desert and we had o ur 
tw'O small children in the car. We called the Co v ina 
dealer, who to ld us that he was no t respo nsible lo r 
to wing, and that we sho uld hav e the car to wed back 
to him in Co v ina and he wo uld fix it. 
We hired a tax i fro m Apple Valley to Co v ina and 
then we used o ur seco nd car, a 19 59 mo del, to get a 
flatbed trailer and go after o ur car. 
Meanwhile, we had the car to wed to the nearest 
garage in Victo rv ille so that it wo uld be safe, and 
the to wing co st $20. 
It to o k us fiv e ho urs to to w the car back to Co v ina 
and my husband had to take a day o ff wo rk. At this 
po int we figured it co st us abo ut $80. 
After the dealer had o ur car fo r appro x imately 
li/2 weeks, the m anager called to say that British 
Mo to r Cars (BMC) the manufacturer, was no t ho n­ 
o ring the warranty wo rk—so he co uld no t fix o ur 
car. He said it wo uld co st us abo ut $7 50 to fix it 
o urselv es. 
At this po int he to ld us to co me and get the car, 
and that if we to wed it to BMC in Anaheim, that 
they might fix it. 
This is when we retained an atto rney . He go t a 
little mo re actio n than we did. But he to ld us the 
man in Anaheim wo uld hav e o ur car back to us in 
sev en to 12 day s. He also go t the dealer to pay fo r 
to wing the car to Anaheim. 
Needless to say , the dealer and no w BMC hav e 
had o ur car fo r a to tal o f six weeks. We are making 
pay ments o n a car we do n’t hav e; they hav e no 
idea when it will be fix ed; and no w o ur seco nd car

Actio n Line to o k y o ur inquiry to the Spanish 
Trails Girl Sco ut Co uncil. Mrs. Margaret T. Flint, 
camping serv ices directo r, clarified the co uncil s 
tro o p camping safety m easures, as fo llo ws: 
Thro ugh training, leaders are adv ised to take 
their tro o ps o nly to tho se places which they hav e 
first v isited them selv es so that they are fam iliar 
with the site and kno w what safety m easures to 
take. 
They are info rmed o f o ur Girl Sco ut facilities and 
o f o ther camping areas which are reco mmended. 
Ev en when using co uncil pro perties, they are ad­ 
v ised to no tify the lo cal po lice o r sheriff’s depart­ 
ment as to when they will be o n the site. If go ing to 
an o ut-o f-the-way area, they are adv ised to no tify 
the Fo rest Serv ice o f their whereabo uts so that they 
m ay be ev acuated in case o f an em ergency . 
All co uncil pro perties hav e either a pho ne with 
em ergency numbers po sted o r a camp site ranger 
who can be called in case o f em ergency . 
Altho ugh it is no t required that o ne o r two fathers 
go alo ng o n camping trips, it is suggested that they 
be part o f the adult gro up, particularly fo r o ut-o f- 
to wn trips. Girl Sco ut safety standards call fo r two 
adults fo r the first eight to 16 girls o f J unio r Sco ut 
age, and o ne fo r each additio nal eight girls. 
In o rganizing tro o ps, the co uncil staff urges lead­ 
ers to take bo th leadership and o utdo o r training so 
that they will feel mo re secure in their leadership o f 
the girls and will hav e so m e practical kno wledge o f 
the camping pro gram befo re taking their girls o n 


o v ernight trips. 
And Actio n Line adds, nev er sell these pro fessio n­ 
al and v o lunteer Girl Sco uters sho rt, fo r they are a 
hardy , adept, reso urceful lo t and w e’v e nev er seen 
any gro up o f cam pers as well o rganized and pre­ 
pared fo r em ergencies as the Girl Sco uts. Also re­ 
m em ber that the leaders are parents, and if mo re 
mo m s and dads are needed fo r a campo ut, y o u’re 
it. We speak with the autho rity o f ex perience, hav ­ 
ing put two daughters and a wife thro ugh Girl 
Sco uting.

Chino

The arguments o f the parent 
spo kesman were ill receiv ed by 
bo ard members who had pre­ 
v io usly referred the matter to 
the administratio n. 


Parents were left with little o r 
no alternativ e as the co ntro v ersy 
was passed back to the admin­ 
istratio n fo r reso lutio n. 
B o a r d members remained 
adamant in upho lding the su­ 
perintendent’s reco mmendatio n 
that the bus sto p remain at 
Phillips and Mo nte Vista. 
The bus 9 sto p issue was first 
discussed at the Sept. 22 m eet­ 
ing o f the bo ard. 
Debbi Chi- 
rempes, 489 2 Francis St., acted 
as spo kesman fo r the residents 


in the o ld Francis pickup area. 
The Chino High Scho o l junio r 
po inted o ut certain safety fac­ 
to rs, including a walk up a nar­ 
ro w ro ad that was further co m ­ 
plicated o n rainy o r fo ggy day s, 
and no curbing fo r students to 
stand o n. She submitted a peti­ 
tio n to the bo ard fro m parents 
and students at that time. 


In the Oct. 13 meeting the bo ard 
accepted 
the 
administrativ e 
reco mmendatio n that the 
bus 
sto p 
remain 
at 
Phillips 
and 
Mo nte Vista. Any further dis­ 
cussio n o r co mplaints were to 
be 
referred 
to 
the 
admin­ 
istratio n, said bo ard members. 
T u e s d a y night, fo llo wing 
Lapp’s 
intro ductio n 
o f 
J o hn 
Warren, 4842 Francis St., spo ­ 
kesman fo r the gro up, 
Presi­ 
dent Charles Smith instructed 
Warren to be brief in his pre­ 
sentatio n. 
Smith also asked, co nsidering 
the actio ns taken at prev io us 
meetings and the bo ard direc­ 
tiv e to meet with the admin­ 
istratio n fo r further discussio n, 


“ Do y o u no w feel that y o u are 
at y o ur ro pe’s end?” 
Warren respo nded “ y es” and 
stated “ I want to ex amine any 
reaso n fo r mo v ing the bus sto p 
fro m where it alway s was when 
the safety facto r is mo re po si­ 
tiv e at Francis and Mo nte Vista 
. . . I hav e receiv ed no ratio n­ 
ale fo r this bus change and am 
v ery much co ncerned as are 
sev eral o f the parents here to ­ 
night.” 


As Warren attempted to v o ice 
his o bjectio ns to the new bus 
sto p, 
he 
was 
interrupted 
by 
Lapp. 
“ Do y o u mean after o ur ho ur 
and a half discussio n last night, 
y o u do n’t kno w why this sto p 
was changed? Yo u mean y o u do 
no t kno w o f any ratio nale that 
y o u may accept,” the super­ 
intendent charged. 
Lapp stated that the 
main 
reaso n fo r the bus change was 
to sto p ineligible students fro m 
riding the bus. Students liv ing 
within the two -mile walk ng dis­ 
tance were bo arding the bus 


and were o ften respo nsible fo r 
disturbances. 


In regard to the accusatio n 
that there was no t 
sufficient 
space fo r students to stand while 
waiting, he said “ there are se­ 
v en feet fro m the curbing to the 
ro ad edge. There is space at 
the 
Phillips and Mo nte Vista 
spo t.” 


He said parents co mplained 
abo ut mo v ing the sto p back to 
Francis and Mo nte Vista, but 
“ little discussio n has been giv ­ 
en to the relev ant safety o f the 
sto p at Francis and Ramo na. 
Right no w I do no t co nsider it 
(the new sto p) a serio us safety 
pro blem . . . I still defend o ur 
basic po licy o f keeping sto ps 
o ut away fro m the walking bo r­ 
der.” 


Warren 
co untered 
with 
the 


s t a t e m e n t that the admin­ 


istratio n 
had 
no t 
so lv ed 
the 
pro blem o f ineligible students 
riding the bus fo r the pro blem 
still ex ists. 
Warren stated that the dis- 


trict used two standard reaso ns 
fo r the 
establishment o f 
bus 
sto ps: that they be o ut fro m the 
two -mile walking bo undary and 
well within the district bo unda­ 
ry . He co ntended that o nly the 
fo rmer had been met because 
all students liv ing no rth o f the 
sto p are in the Ontario - Mo nt­ 
clair 
Unified Scho o l 
District. 
The sto p was lo cated at the ab­ 
so lute bo rder o f the Chino dis­ 
trict. 
Warren then mentio ned that a 
child had been hit at the sto p at 
R a m o n a 
and 
therefo re 
it 
seemed no nsensical to cite go o d 
safety facto rs at that lo catio n. 


Po inting his finger at Warren, 
trustee J o hn To mlinso n J r. re­ 
to rted, “ Yo u are try ing to use 
that incident as an ex am ple and 
it is no t. The child w asn’t in the 
bus sto p area.” 


Lapp co nceded that the walk 


up Mo nte Vista is no t “ the mo st 


desirable ro ute to walk. But y o u 
hav e an alternativ e.” He asked 


heatedly “ why are y o u so co n­ 


cerned abo ut hav ing the sto p at 
Francis and Mo nte Vista?” 
To mlinso n po unded his fist o n 
the table to p and, leaning fo r­ 
ward, said, “ This is an admin­ 
istrativ e thing and w e’re mak­ 
ing it such . . . We’v e been 
go ing alo ng with this fo r mo re 
than a mo nth . . . I’m willing 
to listen, but no t when it go es 
o n and o n.” 
“ When there is a clear-cut de­ 
cisio n between a safe and an 
unsafe sto p, there seem s to be 
little pro blem in the cho ice,” 
asserted Warren. 
To mlinso n angrily requested 
that Smith terminate the dis­ 
cussio n 
between 
Warren 
and 
the bo ard and refer the matter 
back 
to 
the 
administratio n. 
Smith then 
stated 
that 
“ the 
bo ard 
has 
attempted 
to 
be 
co urteo us” but that no additio n­ 
al 
info rmatio n 
wo uld 
be

Egeberg said it is up to the 
phy sicians them selv es, no t the 
g o v e r n m e n t , to see that 
patients are ho spitalized o nly as 
lo ng as necessary fo r their m e­ 
dical well being. 
Egeberg said o ne o f the b*g 
steps that has to be taken to 
insure a better health care de­ 
liv ery pro gram is the creatio n 
o f co ntractual agreem ents be­ 
tween o rganized gro ups o f phy s­ 
icians and the federal and state 
go v ernments. 
He said there is a pressing 
need fo r phy sicians, in partner­ 
ship with medical facilities and

Business as Key 


To World Peace 


Ev ery o nce in awhile, a businessman co mes o ff 
the defensiv e and deliv ers a co rker o f a rebuttal to 
tho se who blame him and his kind fo r all the ills o f the 
wo rld. 
Elliso n L. Hazard, chairman and president o f Co n­ 
tinental Can Co ., did it recently in a speech to the 
Internatio nal Co nference o f Financial Ex ecutiv es In­ 
stitute in San Francisco . 
It is true, he admitted, that at o ne time inter­ 
natio nal business was o ften instrumental in creating 
ho stility between peo ples instead o f bringing them 
to gether. It was a to o l o f co lo nizatio n, sy mbo lized 
by co mpanies o f ex plo ratio n and ex plo itatio n like 
the English East India Co mpany and the Dutch New 
Guinea Co mpany . 
Thro ugh the 19 th century and well into the 2 0th, 
internatio nal business o bjectiv es were achiev ed fo r 
the mo st part by building pro sperity at ho me 
thro ugh ex plo itatio n elsewhere. Industrial empires 
were created which blundered into the catastro phes 
o f two Wo rld Wars and a Great Depressio n. 
We hav e learned so me lesso ns fro m these dis­ 
asters, say s Hazard: 
The so -called civ ilized wo rld and its business o i- 
ganizatio ns canno t thriv e as islands in a sea o f 
wo rld po v erty . Dev elo ping natio ns can no lo nger be 
ex plo ited. Techno lo gical adv ances must be shared 
and markets must be dev elo ped o n a wo rldwide 
basis if a permanent base o f pro sperity is to be 
achiev ed any where in the wo rld. 
To day , he po ints o ut, techno lo gy is mo re impo r­ 
tant than geo graphy . It is no w easier and mo re 
pro fitable fo r a co mpany to transpo rt its kno wledge 
and skills than to ship its pro ducts fo r lo ng dis­ 
tances. 
The result has been the emergence o f truly mul­ 
tinatio nal 
co mpanies 
based 
in 
many 
different 
co untries. Unlike many o f the great internatio nal 
co mpanies o f the past, which were basically ex trac­ 
tiv e and ex plo itiv e enterprises, the great multina­ 
tio nal co mpanies o f to day no t o nly ex po rt pro ducts 
but are increasingly ex po rting technicians, techno lo ­ 
gy and kno w-ho w o utside their o wn natio nal bo r­ 
ders. 
In the wo rld eco no my , multinatio nal co rpo ratio ns 
already far o utweigh tho se that are strictly ex po rt­ 
ers fro m a base co untry . The pro ductio n o f U.S. 
co mpanies abro ad, fo r ex ample, is mo re than fiv e 
tim es the current lev el o f U.S. ex po rts. 
To day there are 3 .6 billio n peo ple o n earth. By the 
y ear 2 000, there will be 6 .4 billio n. Nearly 70 per 
cent o f this po pulatio n gro wth will take place in the 
po o rer co untries o f the wo rld. 
With wealth in the industrialized wTo rld 12 times 
that o f the no nindustrialized wo rld, and with the 
difference increasing, the pro spect is fo r an ev en 
wider gap, an ev en deeper chasm between rich and 
po o r, warns Hazard. 
Under the o ceans lie unto ld reserv es that will be 
needed to suppo rt the wo rld eco no my in the nex t 
century . Yet to day , three-quarters o f the earth co v ­ 
ered by water is a jurisdictio nal “ no man’s land.” 
Just ho w do es o ne stake a claim to land under the 
seas bey o nd the 12 -mile limit? he asks. Where do es 
a co mpany make such an applicatio n—to the Presi­ 
dent, the State Department o r to U Thant? To day 
there is no way fo r a co mpany to beco me a wo rld 
co rpo rate citizen legally . 
The wo rld urgently needs a backdro p o f supra­ 
natio nal law to go v ern the dev elo pment o f inter­ 
natio nal business, he say s. The United Natio ns, in 
spite o f its sho rtco mings, pro v ides a structure lo r 
the establishment o f multinatio nal business agree­ 
ments — if it co uld sto p play ing Co ld War po litics and 
start building a wo rld peace based o n the eco no mic 
realities o f the nex t quarter century . 
“ It is my belief,” say s Hazard, “ that real pro g­ 
ress by the United Natio ns in this v ital area will 
lead us do wn the ro ad to peace faster than any thing 
that has been acco mplished in the 2 5 y ears since the 
U.N. Charter was signed.” 
Fro m the day s o f Marco Po lo , business has been 
o ne o f the mo st po werlul as well as o ne o f the mo st 
persistent fo rces in the wo rld. 
But we hav e no t y et fully realized, say s this busi­ 
nessman, that it can and sho uld be a unify ing fo rce 
amo ng natio ns and that the multinatio nal co mpany 
can be a majo r fo rce with which the wo rld mar­ 
shals ils human and material reso urces fo r the go o d o f 
all peo ple.

The year 1620 was a tough 
one for the small band of re­ 
ligious nonconformists who had 
turned their backs on the Eli­ 
zabethan establishment and set 
out 
for the wilds 
of 
North 
America to set up their own 
spiritual commune. 
Their main trouble was that 
they weren’t sure where they 
were going. They didn’t find a 
decent spot to settle until Dec. 


11, 1620, after exploring the 
length of Cape Cod. 


A scouting party finally found 
a 
small 
harbor 
on 
the 
mainland. One place along the 
shoreline, cut by a small creek, 
once had been a thriving Indian 
community 
(the Indians 
had 
been wiped out. in an epidemic 
that swept the Massachusetts 
coastline a few years earlier). 
The 
land 
was 
fertile 
and 
could be defended, and on Dec. 
16 the Mayflower set sail from 


what is now Provincetown and 
anchored off the chosen site of 
Plymouth. On Jan. 4, 1621, the 
approximately 
100 
Pilgrims, 
many sick with scurvy and suf­ 
fering from the winter cold, be­ 
gan building a common house. 


Gove rnor Die s 
Then came the struggle to 
stay alive. More than half of 
them died the first few months, 
including their leader, Governor 
John Carver. 
But the rest, with the help of 


Indians with whom they formed 
a treaty, built homes and a 
fort, explored the coastline (dis­ 
covering Boston 
Harbor 
and 
r e g r e t t i n g 
their original 
choice), planted crops and hun­ 
ted game. 
By the autumn of 1621 things 
were 
looking 
up. 
William 
Bradford, who was elected Gov­ 
ernor of the colony after the 
death of Carver, described that 
harvest time 
in 
his 
famous 
journal: 


“They began now to gather in 
the small harvest they had, and 
to fit up their houses and dwell­ 
ings against winter, being all 
well recovered in health and 
strength and had all things in 
good plenty. 


“For as some were thus em­ 
ployed in affairs abroad, oth­ 
ers 
were 
exercised 
in 
fishing, about cod and bass and 
other fish, of which they took 
good store, of which every fam­ 
ily had their portion. 


“All summer there was noldian com to that proportion. 
want; and now began to come 
in store of fowl, as winter ap­ 
proached, of which this place 
did abound when they came 
first (but afterward decreased 
by 
degrees). 
And 
besides 
waterfowl there was great store 
of wild turkeys, of which they 
took many, 
besides 
venision, 
etc. 


“Besides, they had about a

Lunar Rills 


Linked to 
Moonquakes 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— 
Those ditch-like rills on the lu­ 
nar surface, once thought to be 
dry river beds, actually may be 
deep 
fissures 
partially 
filled 
with rubble. And grinding shifts 
in the sides of those cracks 
could explain the mystery of 
moonquakes. 
This twin theory, advanced 
last week by Dr. Gary Lath­ 
am 
of 
New 
York’s 
Lamont 
Geological Laboratory, was one 
of several new insights about 
E a r t h ’ s 
nearest 
neighbor 
learned from a year’s operation 
of the robot science station left 
on the moon by the Apollo 12 
astronauts. 
The package is planted firmly 
at one spot on the lunar sur­ 
face, rather than mobile like 
the 
remote 
control 
moon 
crawler 
the Soviets 
unveiled 
Tuesday. 
Scientists 
said 
the 
package still is sending back 
signals to Earth. 
The presentation was planned 
long before the unmanned So­ 
viet robot began crawling and 
the unmanned Luna 16 flight re­ 
turned a chunk of the moon to 
Russia in September; but the 
scientists took the opportunity 
to stress the added accomplish­ 
ments made possible by men 
who explored the mpon and set 
up 
delicate 
instruments 
that 
could hardly have been erected 
by remote control. 
I n 
addition 
to 
Latham’s 
theory, the scientists said the 
Apollo 12 science package also 
had produced evidence that: 
—The moon is frozen all the 
way to its core, rather than 
molten in the center as some 
geologists had believed. 
—Whiffs of thin gas packing 
intense energy speed across the 
lunar surface twice a month, 
near lunar sunrise and sunset, 
to form a temporary ionosphere 
over the moon. The origin of 
these gas particles remains un­ 
known. 
—Lumps of magnetized rocks 
stud the moon, forming local 
magnetic fields. One of these, 
discovered near the Apollo 12 
landing site by the science sta­ 
tion, had a strength 1,000 times 
weaker than Earth’s magnetic 
field and may be a pool of mag 
netized lava that cooled and 
hardened 3.5 billion years ago. 
Scientists also 
said 
their 
studies of lunar rock and of 
data from the science station 
continue to support the theory 
the moon has no water. 
They 
said Latham’s moon- 
quake findings, which show the 
vibrations of moonquake echoes 
in the lunar crust last much 
longer than earthquake vibr­ 
ations do in terrestrial rocks, 
tie closely to evidence that the 
moon is now solid, although it 
was once at least partially mol­ 
ten.

Supervisors agreed to contin­ 
ue to • serve all welfare recipi­ 
ents after the 1970-71 fiscal year 
begins next July 1 provided the 
state and federal government 
pay all the extra costs.

A recent sampling of a Polish 
buffet was a reminder that an­ 
other group of people who came 
to make up the U.S.A. con­ 
tributed much to our eating ha­ 
bits. 
Polish cookery combines East 
and West influences derived 
from 
centuries 
of 
travelers 
crossing that country’s borders. 
Although not highly spicy, Pol­ 
ish cooking is fragrant with 
herbs, such as dill and parsley, 
with lots of onion and very little 
garlic. Other basics are sour 
cream, sauerkraut and sausage. 
A favorite based on outdoor 
activities of the Poles is Bigos, 
a stew 
that was originally 
cooked for royal banquets after 
the hunt. A modern version of 
the stew does not call for eight 
or 10 types of meat and poultry. 
Serve it as a buffet with bread 
and butter and a sweet dessert. 
Also part of Polish tradition is a 
few thimblesized glasses of ice- 
cold wodka, which originated in 
Poland. The Russian “ vodka” 
came later.

What’s a Thanksgiving with­ 
out a turkey and all the trim­ 
mings? Turkeys are more meaty 
and succulent than those our 
grandparents knew as very spe­ 
cial treats for holidays. 
T r a d i t i o n still holds that 
sweet potatoes, cranberries and 
a tasty stuffing, plus relishes, 
make up a day of feasting. 
For something new, try a 
handsome, edible garnish of 
cranberry bread dumplings and 
stuff that holiday bird with 
sausage tempered with apples 
and tart red cranberries. 
Brea d Dumpling s 
y4 cup butter or 
margarine 
1 small onion, chopped 
3 cups i/a-inch cubes 
white bread 
1 cup biscuit mix 
2 tablespoons finely 
chopped parsley 
1 egg, well-beaten

Vg teaspoon nutmeg 
1/2 cup fresh cranberries, 
rinsed and drained 
Heat butter and saute onions 
until golden brown. Add bread 
cubes and saute until bread is 
crisp and golden brown.

Most cooks turn to the cran­ 
berry for aesthetic reasons but, 
with growing emphasis on the 
nutritional value of foods and 
our health, consider the jolly 
cranberry chock full of min­ 
erals and vitamins. Use in sa­ 
lads and serve with meat or 
fish (protein) dishes for a com­ 
pletely balanced meal.

Was, then, the force raised 
and rehearsed in the states, or, 
say, in the Canal Zone, and ta­ 
ken as a unit to a staging area 
at the last m om ent for security 
purposes? 


“ It was a rather elaborate 
operation,” said Pentagon spo- 
k e s m a n 
Je rry 
Friedheim. 
“ There was meticulous training 
and the training occurred at 
several places.” 


Why isn’t further detail pro­ 
vided? The idea of assaulting a 
prison cam p was disclosed by 
Defense 
Secretary Melvin 
R. 
Laird. While surprise is impor­ 
tant isn’t there room for detail 
on such things as the size of the 


camp and eyewitness accounts 
from som e of the men who took 
part in a raid that is now histo­ 
ry? 


“There are some pretty sev­ 
ere security problems involving 
the m en who went in and the 
prisoners,” Laird answered. “ It 
would comprom ise intelligence 
sources and the safety of those 
involved.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 
car that develops the habit of 
smoking in Los Angeles County 
is likely to produce an eventual 
headache for the driver.

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Man Who Lost 
Everything 
Gives Thanks 


MIAMI (AP) — Having just lost everything he 
owned, Howard Taylor leaned back, grinned and 
said, “ I’m the happiest guy I know.” 


Nine days ago, Taylor said he thought he was 
about to die and cursed himself for exposing his 
wife Jane and their 4-year-old daughter Rebecca to 
the sam e fate. 


T heir 44-foot motor sailer hung impaled on a Ba­ 
ham ian reef six 
miles 
from 
shore 
and Taylor 
thought it was only a m atter of time before it slid 
into the depths of the Atlantic. 


“ That was before the establishment saved our 
necks,” Taylor said in an interview Tuesday. “ You 
talk about celebrating Thanksgiving Thursday. Well, 
I ’ve got a real Thanksgiving story to tell.” 


The story began two years ago in California. 


“ We had everything,” Taylor said, “ a good home, 
two cars. I had a great job as a chief medical 
technician in a hospital. My wife had a fine job in 
another one as a microbiologist. 
“ But I got fed up. The w ar, taxes, politics, subur­ 
ban living, m aterialism . You nam e it. I had it. So, I 
decided to take my family and drop out. I’m no 
hippie. I never was. I’d just had it.” 
The Taylors sold everything, bought the 22-ton 
m otor sailer and began a two-year cruise that ended 
up on a jagged reef off the Island of M ayaguana. 
About three hours after the boat becam e stuck on 
the coral, Taylor got an answ er to his radio distress 
calls from the tourist cruise ship Song of Norway 
out of Miami. 
Eight hours later, the Taylors perched on the ca­ 
bin of their now overturned boat and watched as a 
crew from the Song of Norway battled to bring a 
life boat through the seas churning over the reef. 
The crew plucked them off the wreck and the 
lifeboat was hauled up the side of the cruise ship 
past hundreds of cheering tourists. 
“ It hit m e,” Taylor said. 
“ These people cared. Not 90 per cent of them but 
100 per cent. They were happy for us. These were 
people 1 was fed up with two years ago — nine-to- 
five people just like I used to be, people who I 
thought never care d .” 
The passengers put together an em ergency fund 
for the family. Clothing appeared. Suddenly Re­ 
becca was wallowing in toys. 
A group of appliance salesmen, on holiday aboard 
the ship, provided a cabin. Another passenger of­ 
fered use of an apartm ent in Miami. 
“ You have no idea what it’s like,” Taylor said. 
"A little over a week ago, I thought we were dead. 
Now w e’re starting over . . . 
“ And those 600 nine-to-fivers and the establish­ 
ment did it. It’s really a great world, you know. It 
really is.”

Russian Offices 
Target of Bomb 


NEW YORK (AP) — A pipe 
bomb exploded eary today out­ 
side the midtown M anhattan of­ 
fices of Aeroflot and Intourist, 
the Soviet

windows were shattered in the 
three-story building and two ad­ 
jacent structures.

Police said they believed the 
blast was caused by an explo­ 
sive substance packed inside a 
10-inch length of 2*/,-inch pipe 
which was found just outside 
the front door of the building.

Rogers Says Raid

Ky Claims He 
1st Proposed 
Vietnamization 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — N guyen Cao Ky sa y s he 
proposed V ietnam ization of the w ar five years ago 
b ecau se he feared “an oversized A m erican troop 
com m itm ent could harm the sen se of nationhood of 
the V ietnam ese and provoke strong adverse reac­ 
tions in the A m erican so c iety .” 
The South V ietnam ese v ice president said he sug­ 
gested near the end of 1965 “ that w e should im m e­ 
d iately provide w ays and m eans for the rapid ex­ 
pansion of the V ietnam ese arm ed forces artd assign 
to them the m ain com bat task s ... 
“ M y view s did not prevail then but I think they 
w ere taken into account later, in 1969, w jb $rft w as 
decided that the V ietnam ese arm ed f o r d s would go 
through a crash-expansion program to 4 allow the 
redeploym ent of U.S. troops from V ietnam ,” K y told 
the N ational P ress Club T uesday. 
The Nixon adm inistration, which began U.S. troop 
cutbacks in 1969, has claim ed credit for Vietnam iz- 
ing the w ar— gradually reducing the A m erican role 
w hile raising the ability of South V ietnam ese to d e­ 
fend th em selves. 
K y spoke at the press club after m eeting with 
P resident N ixon and Dr. Henry K issinger, N ixon’s 
top adviser on foreign affairs. 
Ky said that by the end of 1971 the V ietnam ese 
arm y, totaling 1.1 m illion, w ould be fourth largest in 
the w orld, the air force seventh largest and the 
n avy 10th largest. 


He predicted all U.S. ground com bat forces would 
be out of the country by that tim e and the V ietna­ 
m ese arm ed forces would be far too strong to be 
defeated by N orth V ietnam . 


K y, m entioned as a possible candid ate for presi­ 
dent next year, appeared anxious to correct his 
im a g e in the United States. 
He adm itted U .S. public opinion holds him to be 
“ colorful and often tim es anachronistic,” but gave 
this assessm en t of him self: 
“ Although I do fly I have not very often thought 
of m y self as a bird. If the term ‘haw k’ refers to 
people who prefer w ar to p eace, I do not feel that I 
fit that definition .” 
But he added that so long as the C om m unists 
keep sending troops into South V ietnam to w age 
w ar, “ I do not see how w e could e x ercise our rights 
of self-defense a s d o v es.” 


Pope Will Travel 
As ‘Fisher of 
' 


VATICAN CITY (U P I)— Pope Paul VI said today 
he is setting out on his trip to Asia and O ceania as 
a “ fisher of m en ” seeking m eetings w ith the poor, 
the young and the suffering. 


I he 73-year-old pontiff, who leaves R om e by plane 
I hursday, discussed his nine-day, eight-nation trip 
at his w eekly general audience. It w as the fourth 
su ccessiv e W ednesday he has m ade it the them e of 
a general audience speech. 
“ We are going a s pope, not as a private excu r­ 
sionist or a s the protagonist of feasts and cere ­ 
m on ies,” the Pope said. 


“ We are going as a pastor and a m issionary, as a 
fisher of m en, seeking out the people and nations of 
our globe and our tim e...W c are going to visit broth­ 
ers and children, to honor the persons who deserve 
it: responsible leaders, the poor, the young, those 
hungry for justice and peace, the suffering, the dis­ 
tant o n es.”

TOKYO (AP) - Yukio Mish- 
ima, the flamboyant Japanese 
novelist who ran an 80-man pri­ 
vate army, committed suicide 
in the ancient samurai tradition 
today to protest his country’s 
no-war constitution. 


After making an impassioned 
militaristic speech to 2,000 sol­ 
diers in a Japanese 
army 
camp, he plunged a samurai 
sword into his abdomen, then 
one of his young followers cut 
off his head. 
Mishima climbed onto a roof 
at the Ichigaya military camp 
in downtown Tokyo and scat­ 
tered handbills charging corrup­ 
tion and ineffectiveness in his 
nation’s military forces. 
“ Long live the emperor!” he 
cried to officers and men in a 
courtyard below. Then he de­ 
clared: “We will take our life to 
pr ot es t Japan’s constitution, 
which prohibits Japan’s rearm­ 
ament.” 
After delivering his speech, 
the 45-year-old author barri­ 
caded himself and four follo­ 
wers in the office of Kentoshi 
Masuda, commanding general 
of the eastern division of Ja­ 
pan’s army. As the stunned 
general looked on, 
Mishima 
seated himself and began the 
ancient Japanese harakiri rite. 
He drew a long samurai 


sword, bared his abdomen and 
drew the sword across it, draw­ 
ing blood. Then, as the blood 
flowed, he bowed his head and 
let Masukazu Morita, his 25- 
yea r-old protege, plunge a 
shorter sword into his neck. 
Another aide cut off the wri­ 
ter’s head with a third sword. 
Morita then plunged a sword 
into his own abdomen and let 
one of his comrades decapitate 
him. 
Mishima died in the uniform 
of his private right-wing army, 
the Tate no Kai, or Shield. He 
formed the organization two 
years ago, and Morita had been 
with him from the start. 
The author and his four com- 
p a n i o n s appeared to have 
planned their act long in ad­ 
vance. They posed in uniform a 
month ago for a formal photo­ 
graph, a Japanese military cus­ 
tom often carried out before an 
undertaking that could end in 
death.

Q — Can you give me information on Goldfield 


Corp.? Shares were traded on the American Ex­ 
change, but apparently were delisted. C.G. & J.T. 
A — The affairs of this company are — to put it 


mildly — involved. At the 1969 year end, current 
liabilities exceeded current assets by 2.8-to-l, leav­ 
ing a working capital deficit of $4.7 million. Oper­ 
ating results were equally dismal, with an 84 cents 
a share deficit reported. Goldfield, in additioh to 
mining, real estate and other interests, owns 437,700 
(16.4 per cent) shares of General Host. The latter 
firm, in return for purchasing $11 million in Gold- 
field notes, was granted an option to repurchase its 
stock until Jan. 31,1971. Suits, countersuits and other 
legal procedures have been filed by the two firms in 
recent months. Suspension of trading in Goldfield 
shares by the American Stock Exchange hinged on 
whether shares issued in a 1969 acquisition required 
SEC registration. Subsequent to this action, Goldfield 
field announced it was seeking to sell the company 
in question. These shares, now trading over-the-coun­ 
ter around $1, should be sold for a tax loss. 


Q — I purchased Putnam Vista Fund. Since it is 


selling below my purchase price, I am wondering if 
I should continue to hold. I am investing for long­ 
term appreciation. R .J. 
A — Putnam Vista is a fairly young fund, orig­ 
inally offered to the public in 1968. The fund’s sole 
objective is capital appreciation, sought through in­ 
vesting policies which may involve above-average 
capital risks. Since it has been established such a 
short time, long-term growth prospects are difficult 
to assess. In the first year, Putnam chalked up a 
healthy 46.5 per cent gain in net asset value. How­ 
ever, in 1969 and for the first nine months of 1970, 
Putnam’s total asset value declined 29 per cent and 
24.8 per cent respectively. Because Putnam is a 
small, performance type fund, downside volatility in 
market declines tends to be greater. By the same 
token, however, substantial upside action is possible 
in rising markets.

Almost every mother in 


such a situation tries to let 
her young son know that 
while she loves him, his rela­ 
tionship to her will be quite 
different than those she may 
have with men her own age. 
He is still her son and 


should not feel in competition 
with his mother’s friends or 
suitors. 


Every boy feels a romantic 


attachment to his mother 
when he is very young and of­ 
ten in an effort to break away 
from this, the boy may want 
to rebel, and his feelings to­ 
ward his mother may then 
become very negative. 
The husbandless mother 


and the fatherless son have 
much greater difficulty with 
these problems and they may 
easily go out of focus. 
The son may try to conceal 


his own emotional dependence 
upon his mother by trying to 
think of her as buddy or a 
very close friend with whom 
he shares man confidences. 
Both mother and son may 


feel this, but suddenly when 
the mother shows an interest 
in another man, the son may 
feel jealous; or when the boy 
dates a young girl, his mother 
may find it almost impossible 
for her to stop criticizing the 
girl. The mother may be 
jealous of her son’s friends of 
either sex and she may try to 
keep him dependent. 
It is important for you to 


remember that your mother 
still loves you as a son. The 


fact that she has remarried 
does not in any way decrease 
her love for you. 
Of course, it would have 
been better if she had told 
you of her plans to remarry, 
but it will not be helpful to 
you to hold this against her 
or your step-father. 
She may have had reasons; 
she may have been trying to 
do what, to her, seemed best 
for both of you. What is im­ 
portant is for you, as a young 
man, to learn to accept the 
situation as it is and to try to 
build a new, mature relation­ 
ship with your step-father. 
This will not happen imme­ 
diately, but you should try not 
to set up walls that will pre­ 
vent it’s ever happening. 
If you have a counselor at 
your school, it might be well 
to seek him out and try to 
discuss your feelings with 
him, or her. Your feelings 
are, under the circumstances, 
completely normal and you 
should express them, at a suit­ 
able time, both to your moth­ 
er and your step-father.

Fo u r Applications 
To College En ou gh 


(Last of twelve articles) 
By ELLA MAZEL 
Author, “Colleges at Your 
Fingertips” 
Any system that would elimi­ 
nate the present need for simul­ 
taneous 
multiple 
applications 
would be a boon to college and 
student alike. A step in this di­ 
rection was taken a couple of 
years ago in the Midwest by a 
group of about 10 colleges in­ 
cluding Grinnell in Iowa, Beloit 
in Wisconsin and Carleton in 
Minnesota. 
Assuming that a student is in­ 
terested in going to any of 
three colleges in the group 
SAM (Single Application Meth­ 
od) permits him to send one ap­ 
plication to his first choice, 
with the other two named in or­ 
der of preference. If he is not 
accepted, 
the 
application 
is 
automatically 
passed 
along, 
without prejudice, to the next 
on the list. 
Until a procedure like this is 
refined and adopted universally, 
panic-stricken students will pro­ 
bably continue ot offer them­ 
selves to far more colleges than 
are necessary to assure admis­ 
sion somewhere. Actually, if an 
intelligent 
choice 
has 
been 
made, four applications are the 
most any student should have 
to make even under the present 
setup 
because, 
properly dis­ 
tributed, they should produce 
one or two acceptances. 
It’s true that, at the more se­ 
lective 
colleges, 
many intan­ 
gibles enter into the admis­ 
sions picture. 
Since a large 
number of fully qualified appli­ 
cants must be turned away only 
because of lack of space, it’s

anyone’s guess why A is ac 
cepted and B is not. A student 
at this level therefore is likely 
to think he is improving his 
chances by applying to seven or 
eight equally competitive col­ 
leges instead of three or four. 
The only probable result, how­ 
ever, is that he wijtt score two 
out of eight msteSa of one out 
of four. Sirtce he can only go to 
one, he now has a dilemma of 
choice all over again. Should he 
be “lucky” enough to get three 
or four acceptances, he is torn 
even more. 
If the competitive student ap­ 
plies to three colleges for which 
he is well-qualified, knowing 
that only some minor factor 
may tip the scales one way or 
the other at any of them, there 
is a good chance that one of the 
three will come out in his fav 
or. But he will also have ap­ 
plied to at least one carefully 
chosen “safe” school — one for 
which he is over-qualified, and 
which he has decided he would 
be happy to go to if necessary. 
At the other end of the spect­ 
rum is the desperate student 
who has been led to believe no 
college will want him because 
of his relatively poor average 
and test scores. One young man 
at our high school evidently de­ 
cided there was safety in num­ 
bers and sent out 15 applica­ 
tions. Ten of the colleges re­ 
jected him, and it doesn’t take 
any hindsight to conclude that 
in at least seven of the cases he 
never stood a chance. Those ill- 
advised applications represent 
a minimum of $70 down the 
drain. Since five of the remain­ 
ing eight 
accepted 
him, 
he 
would have made at least one 
had he applied to any four of 
the group. 
Of course, there are indivi 
dual cases where the cards 
seem to be stacked against the 
applicant — where, no matter 
how wisely he seems to have 
acted, he is turned down across 
the board. There is a very ego- 
building solution at this point, 
in the form of one of several 
n o n-commercial 
“clearing­ 
houses.” 
Information 
about 
such admissions centers should 
be available at any high school 
guidance office. 
The 
student 
sends in one application to the 
center, which circulates it to 
hundreds of colleges that are 
still looking for students to fill 
available openings. 
Within a 
few weeks, he receives cata­ 
logues from a number of them, 
along with invitations to apply.

Back on the Road 


Late in May, my husband and I bought a new 1969 
\ustin America with a full-year warranty. There 
were a few bugs in the car from the start, but the 
Covina dealer was always too busy to fix any of 
them. Nonetheless, we were pretty pleased with our 
new car. We sent other people to the dealer to pur­ 
chase automobiles and our best briends bought a 
used car there. 
On Sept. 7, we were in Apple Valley, pulled up to a 
stop sign, when both the transmission and engine 
went out. 
It was in the heat of the desert and we had our 
two sm all children in the car. We called the Covina 
dealer, who told us that he was not responsible for 
towing, and that we should have the car towed back 
to him in Covina and he would fix it. 
We hired a taxi from Apple Valley to Covina and 
then we used our second car, a 1959 model, to get a 
flatbed trailer and go after our car. 
Meanwhile, we had the car towed to the nearest 
garage in Victorville so that it would be safe, and 
the towing cost $20. 
It took us five hours to tow the car hack to Covina 
and my husband had to take a day off work. At this 
point we figured it cost us about $80. 
After the dealer had our car for approximately 
1*4 weeks, the manager called to say that British 
Motor Cars (BMC) the manufacturer, was not hon­ 
oring the warranty work—so he could not fix our 
car. He said it would cost us about $750 to fix it 
ourselves. 
At this point he told us to come and get the car, 
and that if we towed it to BMC in Anaheim, that 
they might fix it. 
This is when we retained an attorney. He got a 
little more action than we did. But he told us the 
man in Anaheim would have our car back to us in 
seven to 12 days. He also got the dealer to pay for 
towing the car to Anaheim. 
N eedless to say, the dealer and now BMC have 
had our car for a total of six weeks. We are making 
paym ents on a car we don’t have; they have no 
idea when it will be fixed; and now our second car 
is 
not 
running.

This year I have a daughter in Girl Scouts for the 
first tim e. This will be the first year for her to go 
on overnight outings. Usually, 1 understand, there 
are four mothers or so who go along, including the 
leader. 
I wonder, in view of the terrible things we read 
about happening in remote areas, if this practice is 
safe enough. Why don’t some men go along to help 
them? I don’t think four women (unarmed natural­ 
ly) are enough in these tim es. What safety precau­ 
tions are taken?—Mrs. J.T. 


Action Lino took your inquiry to the Spanish 
Trails Girl Scout Council. Mrs. M argaret T. Flint, 
camping services director, clarified the council s 
troop camping safety measures, as follows: 
Through training, leaders are advised to take 
their troops only to those places which they have 
first visited themselves so that they are fam iliar 
with the site and know what safety m easures to 
take. 
They are informed of our Girl Scout facilities and 
of other camping areas which are recommended. 
Even when using council properties, they are ad­ 
vised to notify the local police or sheriff’s depart­ 
m ent as to when they will be on the site. If going to 
an out-of-the-way area, they are advised to notify 
the Forest Service of their whereabouts so that they 
m ay be evacuated in case of an emergency. 
All council properties have either a phone with 
em ergency num bers posted or a cam p site ranger 
who can be called in case of emergency. 
Although it is not required that one or two fathers 
go along on camping trips, it is suggested that they 
be part of the adult group, particularly for out-of- 
town trips. Girl Scout safety standards call for two 
adults for the first eight to 16 girls of Junior Scout 
age, and one for each additional eight girls. 
In organizing troops, the council staff urges lead­ 
ers to take both leadership and outdoor training so 
that they will feel more secure in their leadership of 
the girls and will have some practical knowledge of 
the camping program before taking their girls on 
overnight trips. 
And Action Line adds, never sell these profession­ 
al and volunteer Girl Scouters short, for they are a 
hardy, adept, resourceful lot and w e’ve never seen 
any group of cam pers as well organized and pre­ 
pared for em ergencies as the Girl Scouts. Also re­ 
m em ber that the leaders are parents, and if more 
mom s and dads are needed for a campout, you’re 
it. We speak with the authority of experience, hav­ 
ing put two daughters and a wife through Girl 
Scouting. 
Be a good scout.

Parents were left with little or 
no alternative as the controversy 
was passed back to the admin­ 
istration for resolution. 
B o a r d m em bers remained 
adam ant in upholding the su­ 
perintendent’s recommendation 
that the bus stop rem ain at 
Phillips and Monte Vista. 
The bus 9 stop issue was first 
discussed at the Sept. 22 meet­ 
ing of the board. 
Debbi Chi- 
rem pes, 4802 Francis St., acted 
as spokesman for the residents 


in the old Francis pickup area. 
The Chino High School junior 
pointed out certain safety fac­ 
tors, including a walk up a nar­ 
row road that was further com ­ 
plicated on rainy or foggy days, 
and no curbing for students to 
stand on. She submitted a peti­ 
tion to the board from parents 
and students at that time. 


In the Oct. 13 meeting the board 
accepted 
the 
administrative 
recommendation that the bus 
stop remain 
at 
Phillips 
and 
Monte Vista. Any further dis­ 
cussion or complaints were to 
be 
referred 
to 
the 
admin­ 
istration, said board members. 
T u e s d a y night, following 
Lapp’s 
introduction 
of 
John 
Warren, 4842 Francis St., spo­ 
kesman for the group, Presi­ 
dent Charles Smith instructed 
Warren to be brief in his pre­ 
sentation. 
Smith also asked, considering 
the actions taken at previous 
meetings and the board direc­ 
tive to meet with the admin­ 
istration for further discussion, 


“ Do you now feel that you are 
at your rope’s end?” 
Warren responded “yes” and 
stated “ I want to examine any 
reason for moving the bus stop 
from where it always was when 
the safety factor is more posi­ 
tive at Francis and Monte Vista 
. . . I have received no ration­ 
ale for this bus change and am 
very much concerned as are 
several of the parents here to­ 
night.” 
As Warren attempted to voice 
his objections to the new bus 
stop, 
he was 
interrupted 
by 
Lapp. 
“ Do you mean after our hour 
and a half discussion last night, 
you don’t know why this stop 
was changed? You mean you do 
not know of any rationale that 
you m ay accept,” the super­ 
intendent charged. 
Lapp stated that the main 
reason for the bus change was 
to stop ineligible students from 
riding the bus. Students living 
within the two-mile walk ng dis­ 
tance were boarding the bus 


and were often responsible for 
disturbances. 


In regard to the accusation 
that there was not 
sufficient 
space for students to stand while 
waiting, he said “there are se­ 
ven feet from the curbing to the 
road edge. There is space at 
the Phillips and Monte Vista 
spot.” 


He said parents complained 
about moving the stop back to 
Francis and Monte Vista, but 
“ little discussion has been giv­ 
en to the relevant safety of the 
stop at Francis and Ramona. 
Right now I do not consider it 
(the new stop) a serious safety 
problem . . . I still defend our 
basic policy of keeping stops 
out away from the walking bor­ 
der.” 


Warren countered 
with 
the 


s t a t e m e n t that the admin­ 


istration 
had 
not 
solved 
the 
problem of ineligible students 
riding the bus for the problem 
still exists. 
Warren stated that the dis- 


trict used two standard reasons 
for the 
establishment of bus 
stops: that they be out from the 
two-mile walking boundary and 
well within the district bounda­ 
ry. He contended that only the 
former had been m et because 
all students living north of the 
stop are in the Ontario - Mont­ 
clair 
Unified School 
District. 
The stop was located at the ab­ 
solute border of the Chino dis­ 
trict. 
Warren then mentioned that a 
child had been hit at the stop at 
R a m o n a 
and 
therefore 
it 
seemed nonsensical to cite good 
safety factors at that location. 


Pointing his finger at Warren, 
trustee John Tomlinson Jr. re­ 
torted, “You are trying to use 
that incident as an exam ple and 
it is not. The child w asn’t in the 
bus stop area.” 


Lapp conceded that the walk 


up Monte Vista is not “ the most 


desirable route to walk. But you 
have an alternative.” He asked 


heatedly “ why are you so con­ 


cerned about having the stop at 
Francis and Monte Vista?” 
Tomlinson pounded his fist on 
the table top and, leaning for­ 
ward, said, “This is an admin­ 
istrative thing and w e’re mak­ 
ing it such . . . We’ve been 
going along with this for more 
than a month . . . I’m willing 
to listen, but not when it goes 
on and on.” 
“ When there is a clear-cut de­ 
cision between a safe and an 
unsafe stop, there seem s to be 
little problem in the choice,” 
asserted Warren. 
Tomlinson angrily requested 
that Smith terminate the dis­ 
cussion between 
Warren 
and 
the board and refer the matter 
back 
to 
the 
administration. 
Smith then 
stated 
that 
“the 
board 
has 
attempted 
to

courteous” but that no addition­ 
al 
information 
would

He said among the m any fa­ 
cets that must be considered

the country, a better public un­ 
derstanding of the importance 
of nutrition, the prevention of 
environmental pollution, and a 
d r a m a tic increase

amount of research going into 
health care.

MacArthur, 
said 
the 
United States currently is 
in 
need of an additional 50,000 doc­ 
tors and more than 100.000 nur­ 
ses. 
T h e 
assistant 
secretary 
praised the county for its excel­ 
lent health care program and 
the state for its strides in a t­ 
tempting to 
prevent 
environ­ 
mental pollution. 
Egeberg, who was also a for­ 
m er medical director of the Los 
A n g e l e s County 
Hospital, 
praised Los Angeles County for 
having what he said is the best 
c o u n t y-operated health care 
program that he has seen in the 
United States. 
He lauded the state for the 
m easures rt has taken to clear 
up environmental pollution, es­ 
pecially the air. 
Touching on the subject of 
health care costs, Egeberg said 
a significant amount of money 
paid by the federal government 
and the states for Medicare and 
Medicaid 
are 
the 
results 
of 
physicians allowing patients to 
rem ain 
longer 
in 
a 
hospital 
w ard than necessary. 
He said that if every patient 
that was in a hospital last year 
under the m edicare or Medicaid 
program s had 
stayed 
in 
the 
hospital for one additional day 
it would have cost an additional 
$600 to $700 million during the 
year. 
Stay Too Long 


He said when patients know 
they do not have to pay for hos. 
pitalization 
themselves 
som e­ 
tim es they wish to prolong their 


stay in the hospital for personal 
convenience or simply because 
they want personal attention. 
Egeberg said it is up to the 
physicians them selves, not the 
g o v e r n m e n t , to see that 
patients are hospitalized only as 
long as necessary for their m e­ 
dical well being. 
Egeberg said one of the big 
steps that has to be taken to 
insure a better health care de­ 
livery program is the creation 
of contractual agreem ents be­ 
tween organized groups of phys­ 
icians and the federal and state 
governments. 
He said there is a pressing 
need for physicians, in partner­ 
ship with medical facilities and 
insurance com panies, to establ­ 
ish them selves into professional 
working units that will take a 
specific group of people in a 
community and contract with 
the government to provide me­ 
dical care for that group. 
Ending his talk, Egeberg told 
m em bers of the SCRC that if 
they wish to help in the devel­ 
opment of better health care in 
Southern California they should 
concern them selves with seeing 
that equal access for all people 
on all levels of the economic 
spectrum is provided for; that 
health education is stressed in 
schools 
so that people 
learn 
what 
is 
necessary 
for 
the 
maintenance 
of 
good 
health: 
and to try to help the state and 
the nation arrive at a stabiliza­ 
tion of the population.

School Department Heads Given Raises

Pomona Unified School Dis­ 


trict secondary school depart­ 


ment chairmen will find some 


extra padding in future 
pay­ 
checks — although not as much 
as they may have hoped for. 
The Board of Education Tues­ 
day night 
approved 
using 
a 
maximum of $25,000 to boost 
the salaries of both senior and 
junior high chairmen a few per­ 
centage points. 
The move will mean senior 
high chairmen will regain about 
40 per cent of the additional 
pay they lost la f spring when 
the board did away with depart- 


ment head salary benefits as 
part of a series of budget cuts. 
For junior high chairm en, the 
board action m eans a straight 
pay increase since they were 
not 
formerly 
paid 
for 
their 
chairmanship duties. 


T h e 
board 
decision 
was 


reached after extensive negotia­ 


tions between the district ad­ 


ministration and the Associated 
Pomona Teachers’ 
negotiation 
council. 


The APT had asked that sen­ 
ior 
high 
chairmen 
be 
given 
back full salary benefits and 
equal pay be alloted their jun­ 
ior high counterparts. 
Supt. Winston Nelson had con- 


tended that the district could 
restore no more than the $25,000 
finally agreed to by the board. 
At 
one 
point 
in 
the 
con­ 
troversy, 
Nelson 
asked 
the 
board to forget about restoring 
any department head funds af­ 
ter APT 
representatives 
had 
held fast to their requests. 


The teachers said that their 


proposal would cost the district 


no more than $49,000 and con­ 


tended that there were enough 
funds in the budget to finance a 
full program. 
The board was able to consid­ 
er restoring at least som e mo­ 
ney to J the department 
head 
program 
after an 
additional 


$400,000 in state aid was re­ 
ceived by the district. Most of 
these funds were used by the 
board over the sum mer to re­ 
duce an expected tax increase 
and to restore some programs 
cut last spring. 


The APT had contended that 


the board still had about $60,000 


of the additional state money to 


use for department chairmen 
salaries. 
Nelson, 
though, 
said 
much of this 
total would 
be 
eaten up by other added costs 
leaving 
only 
his 
figure 
of 
roughly $25,000 for the chair­ 
manship program. 


The additional pay per indivi­ 
dual department head will be 


determined by a formula based 
on 
the 
number 
of 
sections, 
courses and teachers within a 
particular department. 
A chairman directing a 10- 
section department that offers 
15 courses staffed by five teach­ 
ers will see his salary increase 
2 per cent. Chairmen of the 
sm allest department will gam 
an extra 1.2 per cent in pay. 
Those 
in 
the 
largest 
depart­ 
ments will receive 2.8 percent. 
The board action will allow 
for about 12 and 13 departments 
at each of the district’s second­ 
ary schools. This represents an 
increase in the number of de­ 
partments at som e junior high- 
schools. 


Chairmen are selected by the 
individual school principals on 
the basis of their leadership po­ 
tential, ability to work with oth­ 
ers, and w illingness to accept 
responsibility. 
They assist the principal and 
dean of instruction in the super­ 
vision and evaluation of teach­ 
ers, 
coordinate 
their 
depart­ 
ment program, work to develop 
new programs and order all 
supplies for their departments. 
Each chairm an also carries a 
full-time teaching load. 
In addition to their extra pay, 
chairm en also receive a 
few 
hours of release tim e from the 
clasfroom each month to devot# 
to department duties.

Business as Key 
To World Peace 


Our Computer 
Lead Widens 
Science Gap 


The m ayor of a large city 
in Communist eastern Europe 
was talking to a U.S. diplo­ 
m at in 
the m ayor’s office. 
What struck the 
American 
was the Red official’s preoc­ 
cupation with our immense 
world lead in the new techno­ 
logies — and especially in 
computers. 


“We Got Anybody Who Can Kick 
a 90-yard Field Goal?” 


Every once in awhile, a businessman comes off 
the defensive and delivers a corker of a rebuttal to 
those who blame him and his kind for all the ills of the 
world. 
Ellison L. Hazard, chairman and president of Con­ 
tinental Can Co., did it recently in a speech to the 
International Conference of Financial Executives In­ 
stitute in San Francisco. 
It is true, he admitted, that at one time inter­ 
national business was often instrumental in creating 
hostility between peoples instead of bringing them 
together. It was a tool of colonization, symbolized 
by companies of exploration and exploitation like 
the English East India Company and the Dutch New 
Guinea Company. 
Through the 19th century and well into the 20th, 
international business objectives were achieved for 
the most part by building prosperity at home 
through exploitation elsewhere. Industrial empires 
were created which blundered into the catastrophes 
of two World Wars and a Great Depression. 
We have learned some lessons from these dis­ 
asters, says Hazard: 
The so-called civilized world and its business or­ 
ganizations cannot thrive as islands in a sea of 
world poverty. Developing nations can no longer be 
exploited. Technological advances must be shared 
and markets must be developed on a worldwide 
basis if a permanent base of prosperity is to be 
achieved anywhere in the world. 
Today, he points out, technology is more impor­ 
tant than geography. It is now easier and more 
profitable for a company to transport its knowledge 
and skills than to ship its products for long dis­ 
tances. 
The result has been the emergence of truly mul­ 
tinational companies 
based in 
many 
different 
countries. Unlike many of the great international 
companies of the past, which were basically extrac­ 
tive and exploitive enterprises, the great multina­ 
tional companies of today not only export products 
but are increasingly exporting technicians, technolo­ 
gy and know-how outside their own national bor­ 
ders. 
In the world economy, multinational corporations 
already far outweigh those that are strictly export­ 
ers from a base country. The production of U.S. 
companies abroad, for example, is more than five 
times the current level of U.S. exports. 
Todav there are 3.6 billion people on earth. By the 
year 2000, there will be 6.4 billion. Nearly 70 per 
cent of this population growth will take place in the 
poorer countries of the world. 
With wealth in the industrialized world 12 times 
that of the nonindustrialized world, and with the 
difference increasing, the prospect is for an even 
wider gap, an even deeper chasm between rich and 
poor, warns Hazard. 
Under the oceans lie untold reserves that will be 
needed to support the world economy in the next 
century. Yet today, three-quarters of the earth cov­ 
ered by water is a jurisdictional “no man’s land.” 
Just how does one stake a claim to land under the 
seas beyond the 12-mile limit? he asks. Where does 
a company make such an application—to the Presi­ 
dent, the State Department or to U Thant? Today 
there is no way for a company to become a world 
corporate citizen legally. 
The world urgently needs a backdrop of supra­ 
national law to govern the development of inter­ 
national business, he says. The United Nations, in 
spite of its shortcomings, provides a structure lor 
the establishment of multinational business agree­ 
ments — if it could stop playing Cold War politics and 
start building a world peace based on the economic 
realities of the next quarter century. 
“It is my belief,” says Hazard, “that real prog­ 
ress by the United Nations in this vital area will 
lead us down the road to peace faster than anything 
that has been aceomplished in the 25 years since the 
U.N. Charter was signed.” 
From the days ol Marco Polo, business has been 
one of the most powerful as well as one of the most 
persistent forces in the world. 
But we have not yet fully realized, says this busi­ 
nessman, that it can and should be a unifying force 
among nations and that the multinational company 
can he a major force witli which the world mar­ 
shals it s human and material resources for the good of 
all people. 


Tit for Tat 


With amazing candor, the 
m a y o r correctly characte­ 
rized the lead as growing and 
as putting the rest of the 
world — but most particular­ 
ly the Communist countries — 
at a deepening disadvantage. 


Admiring Response 


His responses were a mix­ 
ture of adm iration, wonder­ 
m ent and very serious con- j 
cem. He could not see how 
his country, in concert with 
other Iron Curtain lands and 
the Soviet Union itself, could 
do anything but fall farther 
and farther behind the United 
States. 


It was plain, too, that the 
m ayor regards high devel­ 
opment in com puters and re­ 
lated knowledge devices as 
critical to any kind of hopeful 
approach by men — irrespec­ 
tive of ideology — to the smo­ 
thering problems that are al­ 
ready upon us or can be fore­ 
seen. 


My conversations in Europe 
this sum m er suggest that the 
Red 
mayor has 
plenty 
of 
company both behind and on 
this side of the Iron Curtain. 
And some of our thoughtful 
writers, like Peter Drucker 
and Zbigniew Brzezinski have 
recently penned books which 
focus intensely on the “ know­ 
ledge 
explosion” 
and 
our 
preeminent role in it. 


Of course, neither the So­ 
viet Union nor its satellites 
can openly acknowledge the 
yawning gulf separating us 
from them in this field. In­ 
deed, in an unsurprising ef­ 
fort at putdown, the Kremlin 
gave to one Z. Yuryev, in the 
y o u t h-oriented 
magazine 
Komsomolskaya, the task of 
attacking 
Brzezinski. 
Com­ 
rade Yuryev’s sputtering bar­ 
rage failed totally. 


The facts 
are 
incredible. 
We operate some 80 per cent 
of the computers in the world. 
By probably no coincidence, 
it is estim ated that America 
has originated about 80 per 
cent of all scientific and tech- 
ninal discoveries in the last 
few decades. We have a big 
advantage in the use of potent 
lasers, and the International 
Atomic Energy Agency says 
that by 1975 we will most 
likely be using more nuclear 
power for peaceful purposes 
than the next most populous- 
nations combined. 


Understandable 
Embarrass­ 
ment 
U.S. computers in use here 
m ay have gone past 70,000 in 
number. Defense, space and 
the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion account for only about 10 
per cent of this total. Russia’s 
public em barrassm ent is un­ 
derstandable — its nonmilita­ 
ry 
computer total 
is 
esti­ 
m ated at somewhere between 
2,000 and 3,500 (as of 1966), 
roughly the same as the num­ 
ber in much less populous Ja ­ 
pan or West Germany or even 
the United Kingdom. 


What seemed to stagger the 
eastern European mayor was 
not just this gross disparity of 
numbers. He showed a soph­ 
isticated 
awareness 
of 
our 
swift advancement to higher 
“ generations” of computers, 
and found this the hardest 
thing to swallow.

Aggressor No Help 


JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Cambodian Courage Preventing 
Communist Takover of Country 


The em battied Lon Nol gov­ 
ernment, which at first was 
given only a 50-50 chance of 
p r e v e n t i n g a communist 
takeover of Cambodia, is now 
expected to survive. 
This 
is 
the 
assessment 
President 
Nixon 
gave 
con­ 
gressional leaders the other 
day at a secret White House 
briefing. Also present were 
Secretary of State Bill Ro­ 
gers, 
Secretary of 
Defense 
Mel Laird, and White House 
national security adviser Hen­ 
ry Kissinger. 
Laird attributed the Cambo­ 
dians’ strong stand to a “ re­ 
m arkable exhibition of cour­ 
age and stam ina.” 
Rogers added that 75 to 90 
per cent of the communist 
supplies had come 
through 
the port of Sihanoukville, not 
down the Ho Chi Minh infil­ 
tration routes. After the port 
was closed to 
the 
commu­ 
nists, he said, it “choked off” 
their ability to fight. 
Expanding on this, Kissin­ 
ger said our best intelligence 
estim ates had given the vol­ 
ume of supplies through Siha­ 
noukville at only one-third the 
actual amount. He also reveal­ 
ed 
that 
the 
latest 
South 
Vietnamese drive into Cam­ 
bodia had captured the sec­ 
ond largest communist cache 
of arm s ever found. 
President 
Nixon 
told 
the 
congressional leaders bluntly 
that 
his 
doctrine 
of 
dis­ 
engagement is going to cost 
more money. The price must 
be paid, he said, so American 
troops c an be pulled out of 
t r o u b l e spots around the 
world. 
The 
withdrawal 
of 20,000 
troops from South Korea, he* 
said, as an example, would 
ruin the economy of several 
villages that have been de­ 
pendent upon the Americans. 
These villages will be “ desti­ 
tute,” he said, unless the U.S. 
rushes in economic 
iid. He 
added that military assistance 
must also l>f* provided to beef 
up the self-defense forces. 


The President said he ex­ 
pected “everybody” to vote 
for aid to Israel, but he in­ 
sisted that his foreign assis­ 
tance request was a “pack­ 
age” and, therefore, “ indivi­ 
sible.” 
He appealed for funds for 
C a m b o d i a , South Korea, 
Nationalist China and Turkey 
as well as Israel. The aid was 
necessary, he said, “ to help 
these countries help 
them­ 
selves.” 
F o o t n o t e : 
Kissinger 
stressed that no Americans, 
not even military advisers, 
will be sent to Cambodia. 
More than 50 U.S. military 
personnel, now attached 
to 
the 
American 
embassy 
in 
Phnom Penh, are strictly ob­ 
servers and liaison officers. 
Billion Dollar Pork 
Chicago Congressman John 
Klucynski, head of the House 
highway 
subcommittee, 
has 
engineered what may be the 
biggest piece of pork in histo­ 
ry into the highway bill now 
up for action in the House. 
The project is a 20-mile 
stretch of expressway across 
Chicago which will cost the 
taxpayers an estimated $1 bil­ 
lion. The staggering price tag 
— more than the Hoover Dam 
cost — had led Transportation 
Department officials 
to in­ 
clude it in a list of highly 
questionable projects. 
But Klucynski, 
exercising 
his power as the House high­ 
way 
czar, 
summarily 
dis­ 
missed 
their questions. 
He 
said the expressway, even at 
$50 million per mile, had the 
support of all the key city of­ 
ficials from the Mayor to the 
Public Works Commissioner. 
Washington Whispers 
S e n a t o r Marlow Cook, 
R-Ky., has moved ahead of 
Se n a t o r Peter Dominick, 
R-l'olo., 
in 
the 
backroom 
scram ble for votes for the 
chairm anship of the powerful 
Senate Republican Campaign 
Committee. While Cook has 
been working the backrooms, 
Dominick has been cruising 


in the sunshine off the coast 
of Ecuador . . . . Senator Ted 
Kennedy, D-Mass., whose post 
as Democratic Whip has been 
challenged by Senator Robert 
Byrd, D-W. Va., has startled 
Republican Senators by ask­ 
ing their help. Under Senate 
protocol, Republicans are sup­ 
posed to take up procedural 
inquiries with the highest-rank­ 
ing 
Democratic 
leader 
on 
the floor. Kennedy is now No. 
2 and Byrd No. 3 on the lead­ 
ership ladder. Kennedy has 
asked the Republicans not to 
deal with Byrd but to hold 
their inquiries until he is pre­ 
sent . . . . Hilary Sandoval, 
Jr., who as small business di­ 
rector 
approved 
loans 
for 
such dubious projects as a 
Denver dive featuring topless 
go-go dancers, was asked for 
his resignation. The Nixon ad­ 
ministration put up with him, 
as 
a 
prominent 
Mexican- 
American, because he was 
supposed 
to 
pull 
Mexican- 
American votes for the Re­ 
publican senatorial candidate, 
George Bush. After the elec­ 
toral results showed Sandoval 
hadn’t delivered the votes, he 
was given the ax . . . . Aloof 
Arthur Goldberg, the patri­ 
cian politician, is apparently 
trying to do something about 
his stuffy image. He was seen 
having a snack in a greasy 
diner in downtown Washing­ 
ton the other day, chatting 
with the patrons . . . . 
Secretary of the 
Interior 
Wally Hickel got his picture 
taken at a lavish Washington 
reception 
the 
other 
night 
while a buxom blonde stuffed 
pieces of 
shrimp 
into 
his 
mouth . . . . Senator Jacob 
Javits, the GOP left 
from 
New York, has a record of 
supporting the President as 
bad as that of the defeated 
S e n a t o r Charles Goodell, 
R-N.Y. But Javits isn’t wor­ 
ried about 
a 
Whitt' 
House 
purge attem pt such as Goo- 
dcll received “ I have no prob­ 
lems with the President,” he 
told this column . 


While the American people 
have been reading in recent 
days 
about 
the 
efforts 
of 
backers of Red China to ob­ 
tain a seat in the United Na­ 
tions for the Peking regime, 
the administration lost an op­ 
portunity to tell the world 
w'hat the real issue happens 
to be. An opportunity to tell 
the world what the real issue 
happens to be. On the ballot 
this year for the admission of 
Red China, there were 51 af­ 
firm ative votes in the General 
Assembly, 
with 
49 
against 
and 25 abstentions. This was 
a majority for Peking but not 
the necessary two-thirds. 


U. S. Silent 
All through the discussions 
of the 
last 
several 
weeks 
about the upcoming vote, the 
United States remained virtu­ 
ally silent. The fact that it is 
opposed to the admission of 
Red China is well known, but 
the mystery is why the Wash­ 
ington 
government did 
not 
speak out and disclose what 
Red China has done in the 
past seven years as an ad­ 
versary of the United States 
in Southeast Asia. The com­ 
munist Chinese have sent to 
the North Vietnamese arm s 
and supplies and have pro­ 
vided other forms of assist­ 
ance in carrying on the war. 
The Peking government has 
been responsible for the loss 
of numerous American lives 
m Vietnam. It continues to 
support North Vietnam and, 
along with the Soviet Union, 
prevents a peace agreement 
from being reached. 


Under these circumstances, 
is a government entitled to 
admission in the U.N.? Should 
Peking be given the seat of 
Nationalist China in the face 
of 
Red 
China’s 
encourage­ 
ment of aggression by Red 
China against South Vietnam 
and the help given attacks on 
troops of the United States? 


Surely the Defense Depart­ 
ment and the American in­ 
telligence services have plen­ 
ty of information about the 
part that Red China has play­ 
ed in the Vietnam war from 
the beginning. It has helped 
to block the attempts of the 
South Vietnamese people to 
maintain their independence. 


The charter of the United 
Nations states as one of its 
p u r p o s e s : 
“ to 
develop 
friendly relations among na­ 
tions based on respect for the 
principle of equal rights and 
s e l d e t e r m i n a t i o n of 
peoples.” 
Most countries throughout 
the world 
know 
that 
Red 
China has played a military 


role in Southeast Asia. Yel 
the mobilization of 51 votes i$ 
favor of its admission to the 
U.N. is in a sense a blow at 
American policy in Southeast 
Asia. It indicates that many 
of the nations are not con­ 
cerned with what Red China 
has done and that the mis­ 
deeds of the communist re- 
gime in Peking are bemg dis­ 
regarded. 


Fortunately, It had been'de­ 
cided that a two-thirds vote 
was necessary for Peking to 
get a seat in the U.N. But the 
fact that an actual majority 
was lined up—something that 
has 
not 
happened 
in the 
previous 19 tim es the question 
has arisen—is an ominous piece 
of news, particularly for the 
small countries of the world, so 
m any of 
which 
helped to 
m ake up the 51 votes that 
went to the Peking side last 
week. For if the principle of 
self-determination 
is 
aban­ 
doned, might will seem to 
m ake 
right 
and 
ambitious 
governments will feel free to 
take 
over 
other 
countries 
without fear of interference. 
The Vietnam conflict may 
seem to many people to be an 
irrelevant war, but actually it 
involves a m atter of major 
im portance to the future of 
world peace. 
Unless nations 
are able to get the help of 
free countries when they are 
victims of aggression or when 
they are threatened with in­ 
vasion by imperialistic gov­ 
ernm ents, they cannot retain 
t h e i r 
independence. 
The 
United Nations then becomes 
meaningless as a protector. 
U.N. Is Weak 


Today the U.N. is obviously 
weak, and only special -al­ 
liances with free nations are 
s a f e g u a r d i n g 
various 
countries. There is hope that 
the U.N. some day will be 
rebuilt and will have a strong 
enough spirit to take collec­ 
tive action to prevent war. 
But this will not be accom­ 
plished by awarding a seat 
to Red China, which has been 
intervening in the internal af­ 
fairs of other countries and 
has assumed a belligerent at­ 
titude on the side of North 
Vietnam. 
Now is the time for a com­ 
plete exposure of what has 
been happening with respect 
to communist China, so that 
the people of the world will 
be advised of the facts. The 
sm aller nations in particular 
will possibly come to realize 
that seating an aggressor re­ 
gime in the U.N. is not, in the 
long run, going to be helpful 
to the cause of independence 
in any hemisphere.

With Congress considering import quota legisla­ 
tion which some economists fear may touch off a 
crippling chain of retaliatory protectionist moves 
throughout world trade, word comes that we are not 
alone. 
According to the Wall Street Journal, Japan also 
has an import problem. Its textile makers are lac­ 
ing increasing competition in the home market lrom 
low-cost fabrics produced in Hong Kong, South 
Korea and Taiwan.

A gaggle of scientific chaps gathered up San Jose 
way recently and heard a proposal by British-born 
biologist Dr. Jam es F. Danielli to send off to Mars 
some “ new life” forms that would make the planet 
more hospitable to our first space explorers. 


Danielli claims that he and his research assistants 
have constructed living and reproducing amoebae 
from the parts of different one-celled organisms 
He proposes to shoot them off to Mars in advance, 
so that when our astronauts land there, they’ll find 
a land of milk and honey, or at least cabbage and 
carrot patches where they can slake their hunger 
for organically grown vegetables and other j um- 
yums. 


This would be no packet of seeds from your 
friendly Burpee catalogue, but some rather ominous

Kaufmann points out that the earth’s magnetic 
field and atmosphere protect it from the radioactive 
particles from outer space-it’s the only reason 
we’re not all eating rocks.

These mutations, Kaufmann said, with the admi­ 
rable restraint of the scientist, “ could evolve into 
something very harmful.” Like 747-sized house flies 
armed with “who knows what elce.” 


Like any staid scientist, Kaufmann concludes on 
an ecumenical note; “ These scientists are trying to 
turn Mars into a Garden of Eden, and there’s scien­ 
tific possibility that the whole thing will backfire.”

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The First Thanksgiving—For Three Days W e Feasted

The year 1620 was a tough 
one for the small band of re­ 
ligious nonconformists who had 
turned their backs on the Eli­ 
zabethan establishment and set 
out for the wilds of North 
America to set up their own 
spiritual commune. 
Their main trouble was that 
they weren’t sure where they 
were going. They didn’t find e 
decent spot to settle until Dec 


11, 1620, after exploring the 
length of Cape Cod. 
A scouting party finally found 
a 
small 
harbor 
on 
the 
mainland. One place along the 
shoreline, cut by a small creek, 
once had been a thriving Indian 
community (the Indians had 
been wiped out^in an epidemic 
that swept thè Massachusetts 
coastline a few years earlier). 
The 
land was 
fertile and 
could be defended, and on Dec. 
16 the Mayflower set sail from 


what is now Provincetown and 
anchored off the chosen site of 
Plymouth. On Jan. 4, 1621, the 
approximately 
100 
Pilgrims, 
many sick with scurvy and suf­ 
fering from the winter cold, be­ 
gan building a common house. 
Governor Dies 
Then came the struggle to 
stay alive. More than half of 
them died the first few months, 
including their leader, Governor 
John Carver. 
But the rest, with the help ofj journal: 


Indians with whom they formed 
a treaty, built homes and a 
fort, explored the coastline (dis­ 
covering Boston 
Harbor and 
r e g r e t t i n g their original 
choice), planted crops and hun­ 
ted game.

waterfowl there was great store 
of wild turkeys, of which they 
took many, besides venision, 
etc. 
“Besides, they had about a 
peck of meal a week to a per­ 
son, or now since harvest, In­

Lunar Rills 
Linked to 
Moonquakes 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— 
Those ditch-like rills on the lu­ 
nar surface, once thought to be 
dry river beds, actually may be 
deep fissures partially filled 
with rubble. And grinding shifts 
in the sides of those cracks 
could explain the mystery of 
moonquakes. 
This twin theory, advanced 
last week by Dr. Gary Lath­ 
am of New York’s 
Lamont 
Geological Laboratory, was one 
of several new insights about 
E a r t h ’ s 
nearest 
neighbor 
learned from a year’s operation 
of the robot science station left 
on the moon by the Apollo 12 
astronauts. 
The package is planted firmly 
at one spot on the lunar sur­ 
face, rather than mobile like 
the 
remote 
control 
moon 
crawler the Soviets unveiled 
Tuesday. 
Scientists 
said 
the 
package still is sending back 
signals to Earth. 
The presentation was planned 
long before the unmanned So­ 
viet robot began crawling and 
the unmanned Luna 16 flight re ­ 
turned a chunk of the moon to 
Russia in September; but the 
scientists took the opportunity 
to stress the added accomplish­ 
ments made possible by men 
who explored the mpon and set 
up delicate 
instruments that 
could hardly have been erected 
by remote control. 
I n 
addition 
to 
Latham’s 
theory, the scientists said the 
Apollo 12 science package also 
had produced evidence that: 
-The moon is frozen all the 
way to its core, rather than 
molten in the center as some 
geologists had believed. 
—Whiffs of thin gas packing 
intense energy speed across the 
lunar surface twice a month, 
near lunar sunrise and sunset, 
to form a temporary ionosphere 
over the moon. The origin of 
these gas particles remains un­ 
known. 
-Lumps of magnetized rocks 
stud the moon, forming local 
magnetic fields. One of these, 
discovered near the Apollo 12 
landing site by the science sta­ 
tion, had a strength 1,000 times 
weaker than Earth’s magnetic 
field and may be a pool of mag 
netized lava that cooled and 
hardened 3.5 billion years ago. 
Scientists also 
said 
their 
studies of lunar rock and of 
data from the science station 
continue to support the theory 
the moon has no water. 
They said Latham’s moon- 
quake findings, which show the 
vibrations of moonquake echoes 
in the lunar crust last much 
longer than earthquake vibr­ 
ations do in terrestrial rocks, 
tie closely to evidence that the 
moon is now solid, although it 
was once at least partially mol­ 
ten.

A recent sampling of a Polish 
buffet was a reminder that an­ 
other group of people who came 
to make up the U.S.A. con­ 
tributed much to our eating ha­ 
bits. 
Polish cookery combines East 
and West influences derived 
from 
centuries 
of 
travelers 
crossing that country’s borders. 
Although not highly spicy, Pol­ 
ish cooking is fragrant with 
herbs, such as dill and parsley, 
with lots of onion and very little 
garlic. Other basics are sour 
cream, sauerkraut and sausage. 
A favorite based on outdoor 
activities of the Poles is Bigos, 
a stew that was 
originally 
cooked for royal banquets after 
the hunt. A modem version of 
the stew does not call for eight 
or 10 types of meat and poultry. 
Serve it as a buffet with bread 
and butter and a sweet dessert. 
Also part of Polish tradition is a 
few thimblesized glasses of ice- 
cold wodka, which originated in 
Poland. The Russian “ vodka” 
came later.

ADVENTURES IN FRENCH 
COOKING by Myriam Guidroz; 
the MacMillan Co. $9.95. 
To the average gourmet the 
term “ French Cooking” con­ 
jures up visions of a dish fra­ 
grant with wine or coated with 
cream—and expensive. 
And to a woman the terms 
means long hours of prepara­ 
tion and countless dishes to be 
washed later. 
To the average Frenchman, 
both ideas are wrong, at least 
six days of the week. Today’s 
French housewife has as little 
time as her American counter­ 
part. On a weekend she will 
probably be able to prepare 
foods that require many steps 
or long simmering, but during a 
week 
of French cooking 
in 
France, 
only 
the 
seasoning 
makes the difference. 
Myriam Guidroz is well quali­ 
fied to write this outstanding 
cookbook. Daughter of a French 
mother and an English father, 
she was born in Brussels and 


was cooking at the age of se­ 
ven. 
Married to an American, she 
now resides in New Orleans and 
writes a French cooking column 
for New Orleans newspaper. 
Mrs. Guidroz says the fan­ 
tastically 
complicated 
dishes 
usually known as French cook­ 
ing are prepared only occasio­ 
nally by the modern housewife. 
For the most part, recipes are 
handed down in families from 
one generation to another. 
Her book is full of her fami­ 
ly’s recipes. Unlike other books 
on French cookery, 
“ Adven­ 
tures in French Cookmg” em­ 
phasizes delicious, Imaginative, 
inexpensive and quickly pre­ 
pared family fare. In addition, 
there are many elegant, orig­ 
inal 
party 
dishes, 
excellent 
menu suggestions and suitable 
wine suggestions 
for accom­ 
panying meals. 
The book will also lead rea­ 
ders on to their own adventures 
in French cooking. 
The real secret of French 
cooking comes, the author sug­ 


gests, from (1) careful selec­ 
tions of ingredients; (2) artful 
combination of dishes that go 
well together; and (3) imagina­ 
tive decoration to appeal to the 
eye and palate. These accom­ 
plishments are clarified in the 
cookbook. 


The mark of a good cook, she 
says, is to make tasty dishes 
from cheaper cuts of meat. 
Typical of her interesting re­ 
cipes bearing out her ideas is: 


JARRET DE VEAU 
(Veal Shank in 
Tomato-Wine Sauce) 
For four people: 
3 tablespoons butter or cook­ 
ing fat 
4 slices veal shank 
Salt and pepper 
1 onion, chopped 
3 large tomatoes, 
fresh or canned, 
chopped 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
Pinch of thyme 
Bay leaf 
>/] cup beef bouillon and y2 cup 


dry white wine OR 1 cup beef 
bouillon 
1 anchovy (optional) 
Small strip of lemon peel 
Method: Mix the butter or 
cooking fat in heavy pot and 
brown the meat gently on both 
sides. Season it with salt and 
pepper. Add onion and cook un­ 
til it begins to color, then add 
the tomatoes, garlic, thyme and 
bay leaf. Pour in the bouillon 
(made from a cube) and white 
wine. (Or use 1 cup bouillon 
and omit wine.) Simmer until 
meat is tender. This should 
take 1 to V/2 hrs. Remove cover 
from pot so sauce can thicken 
when meat is almost tender. 
When meat is cone, mash or 
chop anchovy fillet. Peel strip 
of lemon rind. Remove meat to 
p l a t t e r , drop anchovy into 
sauce and pinch peel so oil 
squirts out into the sauce, then- 
drop it in. Boil for second or 
two; remove lemon peel; pour 
sauce over meat. 
You will have fun watching 
your guests try to find out what 
makes it so different.
